The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  was  held  this  week,  and  is  fully  reported  herein, 
beginning  on  p.  588.  Th©  President  delivered  an  address 
dealing  with  th©  work  of  the  past  year,  including  legislation, 
and  the  Treasurer  deplored  that  the  Society  is  not  better 
supported. 

The  Winter  Session  has  fairly  commenced.  We  report 
over  a  dozen  meetings  that  have  been  held  since  our  last 
issue,  beginning  on  p.  591,  and  in  an  editorial  note  comment 
upon  th©  prospects  of  the  session.  There  are  now  over  ninety 
Chemists'  Associations  in  Great  Britain,  compared  with  fifteen 
in  1893  (p.  585). 

The  Chief  Movements  in  prices  include  an  advance  in 
glycerin,  mercurials,  vermilion,  and  quicksilver.  Cubeb  and 
palm  oils  are  also  higher.  Morphine,  codeine,  peppermint 
oil,  wintergreen  oil,  crude  China  camphor,  acetic  acid,  and 
cocoa-butter  are  lower.  New  lemon  oil  is  easier.  The  auction 
of  first-hand  drugs  is  fully  reported  on  p.  597.

Brevities. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  St.  Albans  Council  on  September  29, 
Councillor  A.  E.  Ekins  moved  that  the  President  of  the 
•Local  Government  Board  be  asked  to  include  in  the  promised 
legislation  on  milk  the  recommendations  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Food-preservatives  against  any  use 
whatever  of  preservative  or  colouring-matter  in  milk.  The 
i  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

Colonel  Vickers-Dunfee,  4th  battalion  County  of  London 
(Royal  Fusiliers)  Regiment,  presided  over  a  meeting  of  shop- 
assistants  at  headquarters,  112  Shaftesbury  'Street,  New 
North  Road,  last  week.  The  purpose  was  to  f  orm  a  com- 
rpany  of  shop-assistants  in  the  Thursday-closing  houses  of 
North  London — a  scheme  inaugurated  by  Captain  Albert 
Larking,  of  the  Early  Closing  Association.  The  nucleus 
•  of  a  company  was  formed,  and  we  wonder  how  many 
chemists'  assistants  in  London  can  join  it  1 

A  fire  was  discovered  by  the  policeman  on  the  beat  at 
the  establishment  of  Messrs.  E.  Gould  &  Son,  Ltd., 
homoeopathic  chemists,  59  Moorgate  Street,  London,  E.C., 
■between  3  and  4  a.m.  on  October  3.  The  fire-brigade  were 
notified  immediately,  and  on  their  arrival  the  flames  were 
promptly  subdued.  The  fire  was  confined  to  the  rear 
portion  of  the  ground  floor,  and  the  damage — covered  by 
insurance — was  considerable.  The  front  of  the  shop  was 
practically  unaffected,  and  business  is  proceeding  as 
usual,  the  general  stock  and  the  wholesale  department 
being  untouched.

Tender  Regard  for  Professional  Chemists. 
At  a  special  Council-meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts  and  other  Analytical  Chemists  on  October  1,  the 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  : 

The  Council  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  and  other 
Analytical  Chemists  has  had  under  consideration  the  prac- 
tice which  has  been  adopted  recently  by  certain  public 
bodies  of  inviting  applicants  for  the  office  of  public  analyst 
to  state  the  terms  upon  which  they  are  prepared  to  accept 
-such  appointments. 

The  Council  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  against  the  interests 
■  of  the  public  and  degrading  to  the  profession  of  analytical 
■chemistry  for  appointments  to  be  offered  "  on  tender,"  and 
calls  upon  the  members  of  the  Society  to  resist  the  practice. 

Ancient  and  Modern  Alchemy. 
The  Sidcup  Literary  and  Scientific  Society  held  their  first 
■meeting  in  the  Sidcup  Public  Hall  on  October  6.  The 
presidential  address  was  given  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Carr,  F.I.C. 
(of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  *&  Co.),  on  "Alchemy  and 


the  Healing  Art,"  and  about  200  members  and  friends,  who 
comfortably  filled  the  hall,  listened  with  evident  pleasure  and 
amusement.  The  address  gave  a  contrast  between  the  old 
alchemy  and  modern  theories  and  usages  of  chemistry 
and  medicine.  The  philosopher's  stone  and  the  consequent 
transmutation  of  metals  were  given  in  lucid  yet  simple 
language.  The  elixir  of  life  was  treated  next,  with 
descriptive  extracts  from  the  writings  of  Paracelsus,  and 
remarkable  examples  of  polypharmacy  from  the  ancient 
recipes  in  the  "  Royal  Chymistry  "  of  Hartmann  in  1669. 
The  descriptions  of  the  wonderful  and  heroic  medicines 
excited  much  interest.  The  revival  of  the  old  ideas  was  seen 
in  the  alleged  transmutation  by  Ramsay  of  copper,  under  the 
influence  of  radium,  into  lithium;  also  the  production  from 
radium  of  emanation  and  helium,  neon,  and  argon,  according 
to  experimental  conditions.  The  place  and  use  in  modern 
medicines  of  enzymes,  hormones,  antitoxins,  and  opsonins 
were  expounded  and  compared  with  older  use  of  animal  and 
vegetable  products.  Finally  the  elixir  of  life  appeared 
again  in  Metchnikoff's  dictum  concerning  the  use  of  lactic- 
acid  bacilli  (soured  milk)  in  preventing  putrefaction  in  the 
lower  intestine,  and  consequently  also  premature  old  age. 
The  address  was  illustrated  by  lantern-slides. 

Sheffield  and  District  Notes. 

During  the  early  hours  of  Friday  morning  last  week  a  shop 
was  broken  into  in  Bridge  Street,  Worksop,  and  an  attempt 
was  made  at  the  rear  of  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  T.  Sturdy, 
chemist  and  druggist,  also  in  Bridge  Street,  a  pane  of  glass 
being  extracted  from  the  window.  The  thieves  appear  to 
have  been  disturbed  before  actually  effecting  an  entry. 

Messrs.  Greaves,  chemists  and  druggists,  of  Chesterfield, 
had  an  unpleasant  experience  on  Tuesday  of  last  week,  when 
a  young  man  named  John  Speering,  who  had  been  having 
trouble  with  his  "young  lady,"  went  into  the  shop  and, 
having  purchased  a  quantity  of  spirit  of  salt,  drank  some 
of  it.  He  fell  to  the  ground,  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital, 
where  his  recovery  was  undertaken  with  success. 

A  golf  match  has  been  arranged  to  be  played  at  the  Sandy- 
gate  Links,  Sheffield,  on  Thursday,  Oct.  15,  between  a 
team  of  Notts  pharmacists  (Messrs.  Meakin,  Carr,  Ellis, 
Plattin,  and  Frost  Wood),  and  a  team  of  Sheffield  mem- 
bers (Messrs.  J.  F.  Eardley,  H.  Eardley,  jun.,  A.  Crouch, 
R.  D.  Douglas,  J.  S.  Oswald,  and  J.  B.  Pater).  The 
teams  are  to  have  tea  at  the  Thatched  House  after  the 
fray. 

Sheffield  has  been  entertained  for  a  few  weeks  past  by  an 
American  pushing  the  sale  of  a  vibrator.  Free  demonstra- 
tions have  been  given  at  the  Albert  Hall,  and  money  lavishly 
expended  on  advertising.  This  has  aroused  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  makers  of  the  vibrator  first  brought  to  the 
notice  of  English  chemists,  and  a  striking  poster  has  made  its 
appearance  on  the  walls  signed  by  local  pharmacists  and 
explaining,  on  the  strength  of  their  professional  knowledge, 
the  merits  of  this  machine.  In  addition  to  which,  exclusive 
window-shows  have  been  made  by  several  chemists  in  the 
city. 

Mr.  John  Evans,  Ph.C,  F.I.C,  has  been  selected  from 
twenty-nine  candidates  by  the  York  Corporation  Health 
Committee,  and  by  the  Council  ap- 
pointed public  analyst  to  the  city. 
The  vacancy  was  caused  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  James  Baynes.  Mr. 
Evans  served  his  apprenticeship  with 
Mr.  H.  Dixon,  Kensington,  London, 
and  became  Bell  scholar  in  1897.  He 
took  certificates  in  practical  chemistry 
and  botany  while  at  the  Square, 
passed  the  Minor  in  1898,  and  the 
Major  in  1899.  He  joined  the  staff 
of  the  late  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  Shef- 
field, in  1901,  and  has  published 
several  papers  on  pharmacy  and  allied 
subjects,  and  his  work  on  vinegar 
has  been  recognised  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  exports.  Mr.  Evans  has  taken  over 
the  laboratory  and  practice  of  the  late  Mr.  Baynes 
at  Hull,  and  is  carrying  on  the  business  in  partner- 
ship with  Mr.  C.  E.  C.  Ferrey.  Mr.  Evans  has  held 
for  some  time  past  the  position  of  chief  assistant  on  the 
staff  of  Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  F.I.C,  the  city  analyst 
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for  Sheffield,  etc.,  and  during  his  stay  m  Sheffield  has  made 
many  friends,  by  whom  he  will  be  much  missed.  His 
departure  will  also  be  a  serious  loss  to  the  Sheffield  Pharma- 
ceutical and  Chemical  Society,  in  the  affairs  of  which  he  has 
taken  an  active  interest. 

The  front  of  the  old  Punch  Bowl  on  the  Moor  appears  to 
have  an  attraction  for  vendors  of  drugs.  One  night  last 
week  a  C.  &  D.  representative  spent  half-an-hour  listening 
to  the  vocal  efforts  of  "  The  Burnley  Drug  Co.,"  as  Messrs. 
A.  Taylor,  druggists  and  auctioneers,  of  Bramall  Lane, 
Sheffield,  appear  to  describe  themselves.  He  was  just  in 
time  to  have  the  chance  of  obtaining  a  catarrh  smelling- 
bottle,  absolutely  unfailing  as  a  cure  for  a  long  list  of 
troubles,  and  usually  sold  in  fancy  bottles  at  9(7.,  for  the 
ridiculous  sum  of  one  penny,  and  few  takers  at  that.  Black 
lacquer,  made  from  pure  orange  shellac,  came  down  to  7>d.  per 
bottle,  but  eloquence  failed  to  draw  a  single  customer. 
Things  livened  up,  however,  when  pure  honey  was  offered  in 
1-lb.  jars  at  6d.  a  pound.  The  orator  on  the  rostrum  gave 
free  leave  to  anyone  to  take  the  article  to  Newsholme's,  in 
High  Street,  to  be  analysed,  and  offered  to  pay  the  fee;  and 
not  only  that,  but  10/.  if  it  proved  to  be  other  than  what  he 
claimed  for  it.  This  honey,  it  was  explained,  was  of  the 
same  quality  as  that  which  the  chemist  sold  at  8d.  per  half- 
pound  ;  and  when  the  C.  &  D.  representative  left  the  nimble 
sixpences  were  still  rolling  in. 

Birminp-ham  Notes. 

The  drug-bill  for  the  year  at  the  Orthopaedic  and  Spinal 
Hospital  was  111.,  while  for  surgical  instruments  for 
patients  was  623Z. 

The  lawyers  have  visited  our  city  in  conference  this 
week.  They  have  handed  over  their  surplus  local  funds 
to  the  General  Fund. 

The  usual  conversazione  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  was 
held  at  the  University  on  Monday,  when  the  exhibits  by 
local  pharmacists  of  drugs,  preparations,  and  instruments 
made  an  imposing  display. 

Damsons  make  an  excellent  colouring  for  syr.  ferri 
phosph.  co.,  and  an  opportunity  has  occurred  for  obtaining 
a  good  local  supply,  since  at  Market  Drayton  they  were 
sold  at  7  lb.  for  a  penny  last  week. 

Midland  pharmacists  will  extend  to  Mr.  Charles  Thomp- 
son, pharmacist,  of  Sparkbrook  and  King's  Heath,  hearty 
congratulations  on  the  success  of  his  son  in  the  Minor 
examination  at  his  first  attempt.    He  is  only  just  of  age. 

Alderman  F.  C.  Clayton,  Ph.C,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  of  the  Pensions  Committee,  is 
confined  to  his  home  owing  to  an  attack  of  sciatica,  which  it 
is  feared  will  keep  him  a  prisoner  for  three  or  four  weeks. 

The  new  dispensary  at  Cape  Hill  was  opened  last  week. 
It  is  a  fine  building,  admirably  arranged  and  beautifully 
fitted  up.  The  dispensary  opens  out  into  a  commodious 
and  handsome  hall,  and  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Wassail,  a 
chemist  and  druggist. 

"  Vanity  Fair  "  has  a  sketch  by  "  Spy  "  of  Mr.  Alfred 
F.  Bird,  Ph.C,  Tudor  Grange,  Solihull,  who  is  the  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  Alfred  Bird,  a  Birmingham  pharmacist  and 
analyst  of  great  note  in  his  day,  and  chief  proprietor  of 
Bird's  culinary  preparations. 

A  meeting  of  the  local  Associations'  Council  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  October  7,  when  the  arrangement  of  the  session 
was  discussed.  There  are  great  hopes  that  the  younger 
members  will  rally  round  the  president  and  offer  their 
services  in  the  form  of  papers  or  otherwise. 

The  statement  by  the  medical  inspector  that  the  teeth 
of  the  children  at  the  schools  for  which  Messrs.  Cadbury 
Bros.,  Ltd.,  had  provided  tooth-brushes  and  powder, 
were  better  than  the  teeth  of  children  in  other  schools, 
ought  to  prove  an  incentive  to  the  sale  of  these  articles. 

At  Birmingham  Quarter  Sessions  on  Monday  last, 
Fredk.  Vernon  (32),  cashier  to  Messrs.  Hindes,  Ltd., 
brush  manufacturers,  Birmingham ,  pleaded  guilty  to 
falsifying  certain  books  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
employers,  and  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprison- 
ment with  hard  labour. 

At  Birmingham  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  6,  Thomas 
Gagin  (62),  butcher,  was  indicted  for  damaging  a  show- 


case, the  property  of  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  G.  F.  S.  Davis, 
druggist,  of  Newton  Eow.  by  throwing  a  bottle  at  it.  The 
Assistant  Recorder  passed  sentence  of  eight  months'  im- 
prisonment with  hard  labour. 

The  "  Mail  "  says  a  Birmingham  manufacturer,  who- 
imports  large  quantities  of  a  powerfully  odorous  resin' 
from  the  Continental  pine-forests,  finds  that  his  workers, 
often  weak-chested  and  anaemic,  become  rapidly  strong, 
under  the  influence  of  this  smell,  and  he  constantly  has 
lung-suffering  girls  applying  to  him  for  "  a  place  "  on  this 
account.    Can  your  readers  say  what  the  resin  is  ? 

The  Birmingham  Photographic  Society,  which  claims 
many  pharmacy  devotees,  has  removed  its  headquarters  to 
Exchange  Buildings,  New  Street,  which  were  inaugurated 
by  the  Lord  Mayor  on  Tuesday  evening.  Experiments  were 
shown  by  Mr.  C.  S.  Baynton,  Ph.C,  W.  Partridge  (Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay),  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Leeson.  The 
Society  has  a  remarkable  history  dating  from  1790.

Mr.  A.  T.  Long,  Ph.C,  21  High  Street,  Bognor,  has  • 
been  appointed  a  member  of  the  local  Old-age  Pensions 
Committee  of  the  West  Sussex  County  Council. 

Mr.  George  Woodhouse,  chemist  and  druggist,  45  Bull 
Ring,  Ludlow,  has  accepted  the  mayoralty  of  the  borough 
tor  another  year  at  the  invitation  of  the  Town  Council. 

Councillor  A.  E.  Ekins,  Ph.C,  F.I.C,  St.  Albans,  has 
been  recommended  by  the  St.  Albans  Council  for  appoint- 
ment as  a  member  of  the  local  Old-age  Pensions  Subcom- 
mittee. 

Mr.  C.  R.  Stevens,  of  the  Sheppey  Glue  and  Chemical 
Works,  Ltd.,  Queenborough  and  London,  has  accepted 
the  invitation  to  retain  the  mayoralty  of  Queenborough 
for  another  year.

William  Hugh  Lanning  (16),  the  son  of  a  Weymouth 
tradesman,  was  killed  last  week  while  experimenting  with  ex- 
plosives in  his  father's  house.  At  the  inquest,  Major  Cozier, 
of  the  Home  Office  Explosives  Department,  concluded  that 
an  explosion  occurred  inside  an  iron  cylinder,  of  which 
fragments  were  found  in  the  lad's  shoulder.  The  explosion 
was  apparently  due  to  picric  acid,  possibly  while  deceased 
was  ramming  chemicals  into  the  tube.  Many  picrates,  he 
said,  act  as  detonators  of  picric  acid.  It  was  stated  that 
the  lad  had  been  studying  chemistry,  with  a  view  to-  ob- 
taining a  position  in  the  Government  Explosives  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  M.  M.  Woodward,  Ph.C,  80  St.  Mary  Street, 
Weymouth,  said  that  Lanning  was  considerably  advanced 
in  his  chemical  studies,  and  had  purchased  pure  nitric  and 
sulphuric  acids  at  his  establishment.  The  Coroner  remarked 
that  it  was  not  improbable  Lanning  had  made  the  picric 
acid  himself,  as  no  evidence  was  obtainable  to  show  that 
he  had  purchased  any.  A  verdict  of  accidental  death* 
caused  by  an  unknown  explosive  was  returned. 

Dentistry  and  Dirty  Teeth. 

At  the  inquest  at  the  Shoreditch  Coroner's  Court,  on» 
October  6,  touching  the  death  of  Amy  Fuggles  (19),  box- 
maker,  22  Hows  Street,  London,  N.,  the  evidence  showed 
that  deceased  had  died  from  blood-poisoning  and  erysipelas- 
of  the  gums,  due  to  recent  extraction  of  two  decayed  teeth. 
Dr.  G.  E.  Froggatt,  of  the  Shoreditch  Infirmary,  said  the 
inflammation  could  not  have  been  caused  by  a  simple  cold, 
and  possibly  the  mouth  had  not  been  cleaned  after  the  ex- 
traction of  the  teeth.  The  Coroner  (Dr.  Wynn  Westcott)  said- 
people  are  prone  to  think  the  dentist  does  not  do  his 
work  properly,  since  they  do  not  obtain  lasting  benefit, 
whereas  the  true  cause  of  injurious  after-effects  is 
dirty  mouths  owing  to  lack  of  the  tooth-brush.  Mrs.  Helen' 
Delmain,  16  Pimlico  Walk,  Hoxton,  said  she  had  extracted 
teeth  for  fifteen  years,  but  did  not  call  herself  a  dentist, 
and,  after  viewing  the  body,  stated  emphatically  that  she- 
had  not  seen  the  deceased  before.  Her  husband,  Mr.  G. 
Delmain,  said  he  had  extracted  teeth  in  the  open  street  for 
thirty  years.  He  did  not  charge  anything,  but  left  it  to  th©- 
person,  if  he  liked,  to  buy  his  powders.  The  Coroner  said 
the  case  seemed  to  be  one  of  misadventure.  He  went  on  to 
say  the  modern  dentist  took  all  antiseptic  precautions,  fully 
realising  the  danger  due  to  the  accumulation  of  dirt  in  the 
mouth. "  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by  mis- 
ac1  venture.

bottle,  an  advance  of  Id.  Other  sizes  are  supplied  at  the 
old  rates. 

In  the  Court  of  Session  on  October  6  Lord  Guthrie  issued 
judgment  in  the  action  brought  by  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Port 
Sunlight,  against  "  The  Daily  Record,"  Ltd.,  Glasgow,  for 
50.00CM.  damages  in  respect  of  alleged  slander.  He  allowed 
the  defendants  a  proof  of  their  averments  relative  to  the 
rature  of  the  settlement  in  the  English  action. 

Mr.  G.  Victor  Wright,  chemist  and  druggist,  Abbeyhill, 
has  a  window  display  of  autumn  medicines.  Sulphur, 
cream  of  tartar,  Epsom  salts,  and  similar  medicines  are 
laid  out  on  paper  serviettes,  while  a  bowl  containing  mixed 
sulphur  and  treacle,  described  as  "  the  old-fashioned  way,'' 
seems  delicately  to  imply  the  superiority  of  Wright's  sul- 
phur tablets. 

The  victim  of  a  street  accident  is  invariably  bundhd 
into  the  nearest  chemist's  shop.  Last  week  a  policeman, 
helping  a  man  off  to  the  infirmary  after  first-aid  treatment, 
facetiously  remarked,  "You'll  get  your  reward  in  another 
world,  sir."  The  chemist  discovered,  however,  that  the 
Chief  Constable  will  pay  such  bills  in  this  sphere  if  the 
sufferer  be  taken  to  a  pharmacy  by  the  man  with  the 
note-book. 

Glasgow. 

Glasgow  chemists  are  beginning  to  find  business 
improving. 

Persons  having  claims  against  David  McCulloch,  chemist, 
9  Stevenson  Street,  Calton,  Glasgow,  trading  under  the 
name  of  Kennedy's  Old  Drug-stores,  are  requested  to  lodge 
them  at  once  with  Mr.  T.  Weir  Samson,  solicitor,  115  Wel- 
lington Street,  Glasgow,  trustee.  A  private  meeting  of 
Mr.  McCulloch's  creditors  was  held  on  October  2,  when 
assets  of  148?.  and  liabilities  of  761.  were  reported,  and  it 
was  decided  to  sell  the  business. 

Not  a  Rich  Gold-mine. 

Professor  James  Walker,  F.R.S.,  delivered  his  intro- 
ductory lecture  to  the  Edinburgh  University  class  of 
Chemistry  in  the  McEwan  Hall,  Edinburgh,  last  week.  Sir 
William  Turner  presided,  and  the  new  professor  was  re- 
ceived with  immense  cordiality.  He  dealt  with  the  trans- 
mutation of  the  metals,  as  to  which  he  took  a  non-committal 
attitude,  but  declared  that  if  all  the  radium  salts  at  present 
available  were  concentrated  on  the  production  of  gold  from 
copper,  and  if  the  copper  were  turned  into  gold  at  the  same 
rate  as  it  would  appear  to  be  turned  into  sodium  or  lithium, 
the  gold  produced  in  the  course  of  a  week,  on  a  liberal 
estimate,  would  be  worth  a  penny. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Sale  of  Opium. — The  new  decree  regulating  the  sale 
of  opium  in  France  requires  that  the  drug  and  its  extracts 
should  be  kept  under  lock  and  key  by  wholesale  druggists 
and  pharmaciens,  who  must  enter  in  a  register  specially 
kept  for  the  purpose  the  details  of  every  transaction  im- 
mediately it  takes  plaoe.  The  registers  are  to  be  kept  for 
at  least  ten  years,  and  must  be  initialled  by  the  mayor  or 
the  commissary  of  police.  Crude  opium  is  only  to  be  sold  for 
medical  purposes. 

The  Sale  op  Poisons. — At  the  Rouen  Police  Court  a 
herbalist  was  fined  500f.  (with  the  usual  If.  of  damages  to 
the  prosecuting  Association,  the  Pharmaceutical  Syndicate 
of  Rouen  and  the  Seine-Inferieure)  for  illegal  practice  of 
pharmacy.  He  had  sold  laudanum  to  a  little  girl  who  had 
made  an  attempt  to  poison  her  mother.  This  domestic 
tragedy  frightened  the  herbalist,  and  he  put  away  all  the 
laudanum  in  his  shop;  but  the  formal  "perquisition,"  or 
police  search,  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  such  a  large 
amount  of  other  medicaments,  and  even  poisons,  that  it  was 
impossible  for  him  to  pretend  they  were  only  for  his 
personal  and  family  use. 

Pharmacy  in  a  French  Colony. — A  woman  keeping  a 
grocer's  shop  at  Algiers  had  shown  in  her  shop-window 
(and  advertised  by  bills  pasted  on  the  glazed  door)  certain 
bottles  and  packets  marked  castor  oil,  antipyrin,  camphor, 
cotton-wool,  tincture  of  iodine,  etc.  Her  defence  was 
that  she  was  simply  selling  them  for  a  friend,  and  this 
fact  does  not  appear  to  have  been  disputed.  The  Court 
stated  that  the  circumstances  appeared  to  merit  indulgence, 
but  that  the  monopoly  of  the  sale  of  medicaments 
by  pharmacists  must  be  respected.  The  defendant  was 
condemned  to  pay  a  fine  of  500f.  (20?.),  with  a  franc  of 
damage  to  the  prosecuting  Pharmaceutical  Association ; 
but,  under  the  First  Offenders  Act,  the  actual  execution 
of  the  sentence  was  deferred  for  five  years. 

Pharmaceutical  Literature. — M.  Blarez,  Professor  of 
Chemistry  at  the  Bordeaux  Faculty  of  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy,  has  published  a  volume  of  367  pages  on  wines 
and  spirits,  with  particular  reference  to  the  new  French 
Anti- Adulteration  Law ;  the  processes  of  analysis  are  very 
fully  and  clearly  described. — "Industrial  Hygiene"  con- 
stitutes the  seventh  volume  of  Brouardel,  Chantemesse, 
and  Mosny's  "  Treatise  on  Hygiene."  The  question  of 
industrial  maladies  is  treated  by  M.  Courtois-Suffit  and 
Levy-Sirugue,  except  in  the  case  of  parasitical  diseases, 
the  chapters  on  which  are  written  by  Professor  Courmont, 
of  Lyons. — Pharmacist-Major  L.  Vannier  describes 
"Native  Pharmacology  in  Algeria  and  Tunis"  in  a  little 
volume  just  issued.  He  touches  on  the  superstitions  of  the 
populace  regarding  healing  (the  local  equivalent  of  "  Chris- 
tian Science"?)  but  the  principal  portion  of  the  work  is 
devoted  to  Arab  materia  medica,  which  is  somewhat  varied 
and  is  carefully  described. 

Substitution. — The  Tribunal  of  Commerce  of  Mont- 
lucon  recently  passed  sentence  on  the  proprietor  of  a  local 
cafe  who  sold  a  substitute  when  Byrrh  (a  popular  French 
proprietary  pick-me-up)  was  asked  for.  So  far,  so  good ; 
but  in  passing  judgment  the  Tribunal  thought  fit  to  insert 
the  following  : 

Whereas  in  thus  acting  M  A  (the  defendant)  only 

followed  a  practice  frequent,  not  only  in  cafes,  but  also  in 

pharmacy,  of  substituting,  etc.,  etc.  ,  .  . 

These  facts  have  been  laid  before  the  proper  authority, 
who  ask  in  a  letter  whether  such  malevolent  and  unjustifi- 
able insinuations  as  to  the  practice  of  a  profession  are  to  be 
allowed.  "We  have,"  continues  the  letter,  "no  power  to 
address  remonstrances  to  the  Judges  of  Montlucon,  but,  as 
we  appeal  to  the  supreme  head  of  the  Magistracy  to  ask 
him  to  beg  them  in  future  to  abstain  from  introducing  in 
their  judgments  observations  upon  persons  and  corporations 
which  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  cases  tried  before  them, 
and  who,  not  being  represented  at  the  Bar,  are  accordingly 
unable  to  defend  themselves."

Cape  Colony. 

_  Municipal  Election  in  Cape  Town.— The  annual  elec- 
tion for  the  City  Council  took  place  on  September  14. 
Among  the  retiring  councillors  who  offered  themselves  for 
■re-election  was  Mr.  James  Jones,  who  has  recently  opened 
a  retail  pharmacy  in  Plein  Street.  Despite  some  active 
opposition,  Mr.  Jones,  who  has  worked  well  for  the  city 
during  the  last  three  years,  was  re-elected,  and  will  serve 
■the  ratepayers  for  another  twelve  months.  Dr.  Forsyth, 
a  well-known  local  medical  man,  headed  the  poll,  closely 
followed  by  Mr.  Fred.  W.  Smith,  who  is  a  son-in-law  of 
Mr.  J.  A.  Mathew  (Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.).  Three 
•Socialist  members  opposed  these  gentlemen,  but  received 
scanty  support  from  the  voters  of  Cape  Town. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

A  Remarkable  Attempt  at  Suicide  took  place  at  Frank- 
fort, O.R.C.,  in  September,  when  a  discharged  post-office 
■clerk  drank  a  strong  solution  of  Cooper's  sheep-dip,  but 
vomited  the  poison.  He  then  shot  himself  in  the  chest 
with  a  revolver.  Finding  that  he  was  not  fatally  wounded 
'he  cut  his  throat  with  a  razor,  and  being  still  alive 
attempted  to  drown  himself,  but  was  too  weak  to  keep  his 
'head  under  water.  He  was  removed  to  the  police  hospital, 
and  was  recovering  when  our  correspondent  wrote  on 
"September  14. 

Proprietary  Medicines.— The  manner  in  which  The 
•Chemist  and  Druggist  of  August  22  dealt  with  the  now 
abandoned  Bill  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons  and  pro- 
prietary medicines  gave  much  satisfaction  to  chemists  in 
the  Orange  River  Colony.  It  may  be  mentioned  that, 
whereas  the  article  stated  that  provision  was  made  for 
'keeping  secret  the  registered  formulae,  reading  between  the 
lines  of  the  Bill  one  sees  how  much  care  was  taken  that 
the  formula;  might  leak  out  in  one  way  or  another.  It 
may  also  be  mentioned  that  the  patent  and  Dutch  medi- 
cines scheduled  in  Ordinance  No.  1  of  1904  were  deleted 
in  the  amending  Ordinance  of  1907.— [It  follows  from  the 
last  sentence  that  Powell's  balsam  and  the  other  pro- 
prietaries mentioned  in  our  issue  of  August  22  are  nit 
specifically  scheduled  as  poisons  in  the  colony. — Editor.] 
Transvaal. 

Poisonous  Medicines.— The  "Rand  Daily  Mail"  of 
September  5  contained  some  remarks  on  the  Transvaal 
Pharmacy  Board's  references  to  the  indiscriminate  manner 
■in  which  poisons  and  poisonous  medicines  are  dealt  in  by 
wholesale  general  dealers  in  Johannesburg  (C.  <£•  U., 
August  15).  Cases  were  instanced  in  which  poisonous 
medicines,  such  as  Easton's  syrup,  were  sold  by  general 
■dealers.  The  manner  in  which  cyanides  of  potash  and 
soda  are  distributed  by  importers  and  general  dealers 
without  any  of  the  prescribed  precautionary  measures 
'being  observed  also  formed  a  subject  for  consideration. 
The  carelessness  with  which  cyanide  is  stored  on  mining 
properties  was  also  dealt  with,  says  the  "Mail,"  and  it 
was  pointed  out  that  in  all  probability  the  mining  authori- 
ties are  not  aware  that  a  penalty  is  attached  to  the  careless 
keeping  of  poisons.  After  discussion  it  was  decided  that 
a  warning  be  conveyed  through  the  Press  to  all  persons 
concerned,  after  which  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the 
'law  enforced  in  all  cases  brought  to  notice. 


The  fact  that  the  Pereira  Medal — the  annual  "  blue  riband  " 
of  the  world  of  pharmacy — has  been  won  by  a  lady  makes 
one  wonder  what  a  female  chemist  should  be  called.  A

Australasian  News. 


New  South  Wales. 

Reciprocity  with  Cape  Colony. — At  the  meeting  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board  on  August  13,  a  letter  was  read  from  the 
Pharmacy  Board  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  thanking  the 
Board  for  their  communication  regarding  the  establishment 
of  reciprocity  among  various  British  Colonies  as  well  as 
with  Great  Britain.  The  Cape  Board  pointed  out  that  for 
some  years  past  they  have  recognised  certificates  granted 
by  the  New  South  Wales  Board,  it  being  understood  that 
the  Cape  certificates  received  similar  treatment  by  the  local 
Board.  As  it  would  appear  from  the  letter  that  the  re- 
ciprocal arrangements  have  been  overlooked  by  the  New 
South  Wales  Board,  they  would  be  glad  to  have  assurance 
that  their  certificate  is  recognised  in  New  South  Wales. 
To  this  the  New  South  Wales  Board  have  replied  that 
the  Cape  Board  are  mistaken  regarding  the  recognition 
of  their  certificates  in  New  South  Wales.  Reciprocal 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  Victoria,  but  no  terms 
of  recognition  exist  between  the  Cape  and  New  South 
Wales.  The  Board,  however,  state  that  they  will  be  pleased 
to  come  to  terms  regarding  recognition,  and  negotiations 
with  the  Cape  Board  are  being  continued. 

New  Zealand. 

Quackery  Prevention  Bill. — This  Bill  passed  through 
all  stages  and  was  transmitted  to  the  Council  on  August  19. 
A  sub-clause  has  been  added  giving  the  Governor_  power 
to  make  regulations  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

Proprietary  Medicines. — In  the  New  Zealand  House  of 
Representatives  on  August  7,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Flatman 
(Geraldine),  it  was  ordered  that  a  return  should  be  laid 
before  the  House  of  persons  who  have  died  through  taking 
patent  medicines  at  present  being  offered  to  the  general 
public. 

Leprosy  Cured.— A  Reuter  message  from  Wellington 
states  that  a  Maori  leper,  who  was  eleven  months  in  a 
leper  station,  has  been  discharged  as  cured.  Dr.  Mason, 
the  chief  health  officer,  states  that  the  man  was  cured  by 
a  treatment  introduced  by  Professor  _  Deycke,  of  Con- 
stantinople, which  consists  of  the  injection  of  a  killed  cul- 
ture of  the  bacillus  of  leprosy. 


Canadian  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

"A  New  Era  in  British  Pharmacy"  is  the  title  of 
an  able  article  in  the  "Canadian  Druggist"  regarding 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  before  the  British  Houseof 
Commons.  We  quote  the  paragraph  dealing  with 
reciprocity  of  certificates  : 

We,  on  this  side  of  the  ocean,  are  £?lad  to  know  that  one 
clause  in  the  Bill  is  welcomed  by  all  parties— namely,  the 
clause  which  empowers  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  accept 
the  diplomas  of  Colonial  pharmacists  who  may_  wish  to 
settle  in  England,  in  lieu  of  examination.  This  clause 
will  also  be  received  with  enthusiasm  by  many  Dominion 
druggists,  who  have  long  felt  it  a  hardship  that  the  British 
authority  could  not  accept  their  diplomas.  For  this  reason 
we  are  glad  to  know  that  a  compromise  has  been  effected 
bet-ween  the  Government  and  the  Society  which  should 
result  in  the  passing  of  the  Bill  by  the  House  of  Commons 
at  an  early  date. 

Franco-Canadian  Treaty. — The  British  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  Paris  reports  that  the  Franco-Canadian  com- 
mercial Convention  has  not  yet  been  ratified  by  the  French 
Senate,  and  Mr.  Fielding,  Canadian  Minister  of  Finance, 
on  being  interrogated  in  the  Ottawa  Legislature,  replied 
that  certain  members  of  the  French  Senate  considered  the 
treaty  more  advantageous  to  Canada  than  to  France,  this 
being  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  ratification.  He  added 
that  the  delay  was  most  embarrassing  to  the  trade  relations 
of  the  two  countries,  and  that  if  this  situation  continued  it 
would  doubtless  be  necessary  to  denounce  the  Franco- 
Canadian  Arrangement  already  existing.  The  Dominion 
Government  desired  to  wait,  however,  before  proceeding 
to  this  extreme  measure,  and  still  hoped  for  a  favourable 
solution. 
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American  Notes.

Drug-identification. — At  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  Messrs.  Lehn  & 
Fink  organised  a  drug-identification  competition.  Fifty 
drugs  of  good  average  quality  were  arranged  in  specimen- 
boxes,  and  the  druggists  making  the  nearest  correct  lists 
were  awarded  prizes  of  talcum-powder.  Twelve  prizes 
were  given. 

Alcoholic  Proprietaries. — Last  December  a  list  was 
issued  by  the  Revenue  Department  of  proprietary  and  other 
medicinal  preparations  containing  alcohol  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  make  their  use  as  beverages  possible.  The  list 
mentioned  fifty-four  preparations.  A  supplementary  list 
has  now  been  issued  as  the  result  of  a  systematic  examina- 
tion. This  list  contains  seventy-two  articles,  many  of  them 
being  wines  and  bitters. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Conyngham,  son  of  a  well-known  Dublin 
pharmacist,  who  is  in  the  United  States  in  the  interests  of 
Benger's  Food,  Ltd.,  has  made  a  good  impression  upon 
the  many  wholesalers  and  retr-ilers  he  encountered  at  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  N.A.R.D.  and  N.W.D.A.  at  Atlantic 
City.  The  "  American  Druggist  "  states  that  Mr.  Conyng- 
ham's  personality  "is  so  charming  and  attractive  that 
he  will  undoubtedly  make  a  strong  impression  on  everybody 
with  whom  he  may  come  in  contact." 

Locomotor  Ataxy. — At  last  week's  meeting  of  the 
Academy  of  Medicines,  New  York,  Dr.  Norton  Denslow 
announced  that  he  had  discovered  and  successfully  em- 
ployed a  treatment  for  the  cure  of  locomotor  ataxy.  He 
stated  that  the  cause  of  this  malady  is  purely  physical. 
Tn  every  case  examined  by  him  during  the  last  four  years 
he  had  found  a  lesion  or  erosion  in  a  certain  tract  or 
duct  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen.  Local  surgical 
treatment  of  this  lesion  is  the  cure  for  the  disease.  Dr. 
Denslow  claims  that  in  thirty  cases  which  he  has  treated 
during  the  last  four  years  he  has  never  missed  a  cure. 

N.W.D.A. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Whole- 
sale Druggists'  Association  was  held  at  Atlantic  City, 
N.J.,  during  the  week  commencing  September  21.  There 
was  a  good  attendance.  The  President  (M'r.  Edgar  D. 
Taylor,  of  Richmond,  Va.),  in  his  address,  referred  to  the 
legislation  of  the  year,  and  to  the  problem  of  buying-clubs, 
which  latter  is  a  very  serious  matter  for  the  retailer. 
The  Committee  on  Fire  Insurance  advocated  simplified 
policies,  and  made  a  comparison  between  the  greater  risks 
of  fire  in  the  United  States  than  in  European  countries, 
where  substantial  buildings  and  municipal  safeguards 
against  fire  are  ensured  by  strict  building-laws.  Another 
committee  reported  that  the  paint  and  oil  trade  is  being 
dropped  by  druggists,  but  the  committee  do  not  regard 
this  as  an  evil,  since  these  lines  are  very  expensive  to 
handle.  Mr.  Donald  McKesson  (Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Prevention  of  Adulteration)  reported  that  there 
has  been  an  encouraging  decrease  in  adulterations  during 
the  year,  notably  in  the  spice-trade.  Botanical  drugs  of 
domestic  origin  are  still  open  to  severe  criticism  on  account 
of  the  ignorance  and  carelessness  of  gatherers,  there  being 
apparently  little  intentional  adulteration  save  in  the  ad- 
mixture of  spring  root  with  the  fall-dug  golden-seal.  Facti- 
tious Peru  and-  tolu  balsams  are  imported  from  Germany" 
which  answer  all  the  U.S. P.  tests.  The  appearance  of 
Chinese  wood* oil  under  the  name  of  Japanese  copaiba  was 
also  referred  to.  Jaborandi  and  coca  made  inert  by  im- 
proper curing  have  been  detected.  Other  articles  referred 
to  specifically  in  the  report  as  having  been  discovered  of 
inferor  quality  were  beeswax  (both  white  and  brown),  oil 
of  sandal,  seidlitz  mixture  containing  an  excess  of  sodium 
bicarbonate,  and  oil  of  wine  lacking  in  ethereal  sulphates. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  deficiency  in  contents  of  nitro- 
glycerin tablets  occasionally  noted  seems  to  be  due  to  the 
decomposition  of  the  nitroglycerin  by  some  alkaline  diluent 
present.  A  good  many  other  commercial  subjects  were  dealt 
with  by  other  committees.  The  next  President  is  Mr.  F.  L. 
Carter,  of  Boston.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 


FIFTEEN    fatalities,    including    four  misadventures, 
have  occurred  with  poisons  during  the  week.    Of  the 
poisons  taken,  two  were  in  the  first  and  nine  in  the  second 
part  of  the  Schedule.    Two  cases  of  poisoning  were  caused 
by  unscheduled  poisons,  and  in  two  instances  the  kind 
taken  was  not  stated.     A  Newark  storekeeper  namea 
Richard  I.  Wilkins  committed  suicide  by  taking  cyanide 
of  potassium.   Mr.  Archer  G.  Samm,  chemist  and  druggist,, 
said  he  was  manager  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  at  Newark,  and  sup- 
plied Wilkins  with  half  an  ounce  of  cyanide  of  potassium, 
"for  cleaning  golden  embroidery."    All  the  regulations, 
concerning  the  sale  of  the  poison  were  complied  with. — The- 
self-administration  of   strychnine  caused  the  death  of 
Thomas  Smith,  a  Dublin  gardener.  Mr.  J.  S.  Shortt,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  22  Upper  Sackville  Street,  Dublin,  at 
the  inquest  stated  deceased  called  at  his  pharmacy  for  some- 
poison  to  kill  a  dog.    He  offered  to  destroy  it  with  prussic 
acid,  but  Smith  said  he  could  not  bring  it,  as  the  dog  was- 
mad.   Witness  then  supplied  20  grains  of  strychnine,  which 
was  signed  for  in  the  poison-register  (produced).    He  had' 
known  the  man  for  years.    The  Coroner  said,  according  to. 
the  Act,  any  person  could  get  strychnine,  provided  the- 
chemist  duly  labelled  it  "  Poison  "  and  took  the  name  and' 
address  of  the  seller.    It  was  a  serious  state  of  affairs  that, 
a  man  could  go  into  a  shop  and  obtain  one  of  the  most 
deadly  poisons;  and  the  sooner  the  Act. was  amended,  the- 
better. — Lack  of  employment  was  the  cause  of  Charles- 
Peters,  compositor,  Croydon,  ending  his  life  by  taking, 
oxalic  acid. — Eva  Bernfield  (24),  tailoress,  Seacombe,  com- 
mitted  suicide,  owing  to  nervous  depression,  by  taking; 
oxalic  acid.    Two  bottles  containing  oxalic  acid  and  acetic- 
acid  respectively  were  found  by  her  side. — William  Dipp- 
nall  (29)  died  from  poisoning  caused  by  oxalic  acid,  taken- 
with  suicidal   intent,   at  Hulme,    Manchester. — Ann  J. 
Stevenson  (51)  died  at  Workington  from  an  overdose  of 
laudanum.   She  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  threepenny- 
worth  at  a  time  to  numb  the  pain  given  by  a  liver  complaint. 
Mr.  J.  R.  Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  15  Station  Road, 
Workington,  stated  the  husband  of  the  deceased_  purchased' 
laudanum  daily  for  several  months. — At  the  inquest  on- 
Mabel  Malpas,  the  eighteen-months-okl  child  of  Mary  E. 
Malpas,  a  single  woman  living  in  Blockley's  Yard,  Hinckley, 
it  transpired  that  the  mother  gave  the  child  three  drops  of" 
laudanum  in  some  honey  to  ease  the  cough  due  to  bronchitis. 
A  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure  was  returned. — 
Victor  Bell,  a  young  carpenter  of  Fulham,  bought  lauda- 
num, put  it  in  beer,  which  he  drank,  and  died  in  St.  George's- 
Hospital.    "  Suicide,"  said  the  jury.— Maud  A.  Stannard 
(36).  matron  at  the  Gladstone  House,  Redhill,  was  found' 
dead  in  bed.    Medical  evidence  stated  that  it  was  possible 
deceased  had  died  from  an  overdose  of  carbolic  acid,  which, 
she  used  as  a  throat-spray. — Alice  Dennis  (40),  the  wife  of 
a  coal-porter,  was  found  dead  at  Beckenham.    Death  was- 
caused  by  carbolic  acid  taken  on  account  of  money-worries- 
and  illness. — Carbolic  acid  caused  the  death  of  Ethel  A. 
Bowbrick  (24),  a  housemaid  at  Tulse  Hill,  London,  S.E. 
She  took  the  poison  on  account  of  love-troubles.— Francis; 
E.  Brame  (22),  an  out-of-work  smith's  labourer,  Stratford, 
committed  suicide  by  taking  bichromate  of  potassium. — 
Horace  R.  Ellis  (60),  an  unemployed  labourer  at  Stratford, 
suicidally  ended  his  life  by  taking  twopennyworth  of 
"salts"  (kind  not  stated).— A  four-year-old  boy  named 
Harry  Talbot,  of  West  Bromwich,  drank  the  liquid  from  a< 
bottle  of  smelling-salts,  and  died  from  ammonia-poison- 
ing.— Thomas  Connell,  a  Brierfield  widower,  poisoned  him- 
self on  account  of  love-troubles.— The  inquest  respecting- 
the  death  of  Caroline  Harvey  (40),  provision-dealer,  Barking 
Road,  East  Ham  (C.  <Sb  D.,  October  3,  p.  541),  was  held 
on  September  30.    It  appears  the  deceased  called  on  Dr.  E. 
Collins,  of  Wakefield  Street,  on  the  previous  Sunday  and 
asked  for  some  poison  to  kill  her  dog.   He  advised  her  to  go 
to  a  veterinary-practitioner  or  a  chemist.    She  said  that  she- 
could  not  leave  her  business  in  the  daytime,  and  after  some- 
demur  he  gave  her  a  drachm  of  prussic  acid  in  a  bottle 
The  symptoms  of  death  were  consistent  with  prussic-acirS 
poisoning.   The  jury  returned  the  usual  verdict. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News,

Petroleum  in  Germany. — The  German  Government 
'(says  the  "  United  Press  ")  intends  to  send  a  representative 
"to  the  United  States  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  insti- 
tuting a  German  State  monopoly  of  petroleum.  This  is  said 
"to  be  the  outcome  of  dissatisfaction  due  to  the  Standard  Oil 
>monopoly  of  the  petroleum-trade  in  Germany. 

Pharmacy  in  Bahia. — The  number  of  pharmacies  at 
'Bahia,  Brazil,  is  so  great  as  to  constitute  a  marked  feature 
■of  that  city,  says  the  British  Consul  in  his  annual  report. 
'The  pharmaceutical  products  mostly  sold  are  either  French 
or  American,  but  there  exists  a  good  opening  for  British 
preparations,  such  as  infants'  foods,  toilet  wares,  etc.  The 
•medical  men  of  Bahia  are  largely  in  the  habit  of  prescribing 
■proprietary  medicines,  and  the  local  trade,  especially  in 
American  proprietaries,  is  considerable  ;  but  there  is  no 
reason  why  British  manufacturers  of  such  specialities  should 
■not  secure  a  share  of  the  public  patronage  by  judicious 
advertising. 

Malaria  in  Italy. — The  recent  statistics  published  on 
the  results  obtained  from  the  anti-malaria  campaign  in 
Italy  prove  what  organisation  can  achieve  towards  stamp- 
Ting  out  a  plague  hitherto  believed  to  be  invincible.  In 
1900  the  mortality  from  malaria  was  15,865,  and  in 
1907-8  it  had  fallen  to  4,160.  In  the  first  year  (1902-3)  of 
'the  introduction  of  the  State  Quinine  Monopoly  the  total 
•quantity  used  amounted  to  2.242  kilos.  ;  in  1907-8  the 
•quantity  disposed  of  by  the  State  was  24,251  kilos.  The 
districts  where  the  most  quinine  is  consumed  (in  proportion 
to  the  consumption  per  capita)  are  :  Sardinia,  Basili- 
cata,  Puglia,  Latium,  Calabria,  Sicily,  Venice,  and  Cam- 
•pagna. 

Specialities  in  Switzerland. — The  President  of  the 
Swiss  Apotheker-Verein  gave  at  the  recent  annual  meeting 
particulars  regarding  the  steps  taken  by  the  Society  to 
induce  doctors  to  cease  prescribing  specialities.  Whenever 
a  new  speciality  is  announced  it  is  considered  by  the 
Society,  and  if  it  is  intended  to  supplant  some  well-known 
product  or  is  advertised  in  a  "swindling"  manner,  phar- 
macists are  "  warned."  The  Society  intends  widening  the 
: scope  of  this  work  by  enlightening  the  doctors  on  speci- 
alities in  general  and  doubtful  ones  in  particular.  An 
•  excerpt  of  the  new  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia  is  to  be  published 
in  Latin,  in  a  size  that  may  be  carried  in  the  pocket.  This 
will  contain  the  most  important  information  as  to  official 
preparations,  in  order  to  enable  the  doctor  to  be  at  any  time 
Tin  a  position  to  have  the  required  information  when  the 
-spirit  moves  him  to  prescribe  rationally,  as  the  Swiss  phar- 
macists would  wish  him  to  do. 

Turkey  under  the  New  Eegime. — A  regulation  has 
recently  been  made  which  should  do  much  to  promote 
"British  commerce  with  Turkey.  All  those  pharmaceutical 
products  which  are  not  cited  in  the  Health  Regulation  of 
'the  Customs,  and  which  hitherto  could  not  be  imported, 
are  now  allowed  free  entry.  The  list  of  forbidden  products 
is  also  to  be  revised.  The  Excise  department  has 
informed  the  provincial  Customs  authorities  that  in 
Custom-houses  where  there  is  no  chemist  the  analyses  are 
ix>  be  done  by  the  municipal  doctors.  However,  since  some 
municipalities  cannot  bear  the  expenses,  there  is  considerable 
-delay,  and  merchants  complain.  The  Council  of  State  hns 
specially  considered  the  question  with  reference  to  phar- 
maceutical specialities.  The  relative  cost  of  analysis  is  not 
yet  known,  as  the  measure  is  but  recent,  nor  have  all  the 
'Custom-house  chemists  been  appointed  and  laboratory 
apparatus  supplied.  The  expense  should  not,  however,  be 
heavy,  for  in  Custom-houses  where  the  analysis  is  already 
done  during  ten  months  they  amounted  to  little  over 
1.000  piastres.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Council 
■declares  that  the  expenses  should  be  paid  from  the  funds  of 
"the  Customs.  With  regard  to  the  analyses,  where  there 
are  no  chemists  the  municipal  doctors  will  examine  the 
■chemical  products,  and  if  they  declare  that  analysis  is 
■necessary  they  will  be  sent  to  the  nearest  Customs  chemist. 


Pharmacy  Act,  Ireland. 

Sale  of  Cooper's  Sheep-dip. 
At  Killachee,  co.  Longford,  Petty  Sessions  on  October  6, 
before  Messrs.  J.  M.  Kilkelly,  Ji.M.  (in  the  chair),  P. 
Murphy,  P.  McGaver,  and  Frank  Davys,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Patrick  J.  McCrann,  publican  and  grocer,  Lanes- 
borough  was  charged,  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  with  having  on  July  6  kept  open  shop 
for  the  retailing  and  dispensing  of  poison — viz.,  arse.aious 
oxide,  being  a  preparation  of  arsenic  contained  in  Cooper's 
sheep-dipping  powder — he  not  being  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  1875  and  1890.  Mr.  McCrann  was  fur- 
ther summoned  for  infringing  the  Poisons  Acts.  A  summons 
was  also  taken  out  against  Edward  Reilly,  an  assistant  in 
Mr.  McCrann's  shop. 

Mr.  Meek,  of  Messrs.  A.  &  J.  Robinson,  solicitors, 
Dublin,  appeared  for  the  Society,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Delany 
for  the  defendant.  In  opening  the  case  for  the  prosecution, 
Mr.  Meek  stated  that  this  was  a  breach  of  Section  30  of 
the  1875  Act.  The  powder  sold  contained  an  almost  fabu- 
lous number  of  poisonous  doses.  He  (Mr.  Meek)  was  pre- 
pared to  produce  an  affidavit  showing  that  neither  Mr. 
McCrann  nor  Mr.  Reilly  is  a  qualified  chemist. 

Evidence  was  then  called,  and  on  Constable  Larkin  (the 
first  witness)  stepping  into  the  box, 

Mr.  Delany,  for  the  defendant,  admitted  that  Cooper's 
sheep-dip  had  been  sold.  In  reply  to  the  Chairman,  he  ad- 
mitted the  offence,  and  alco  that  the  assistant  had  sold  the 
article  when  discharging  his  duty  as  the  servant  of  his 
employer.  Continuing,  Mr.  Delany  called  the  attention  of 
the  Magistrates  to  the  feet  thai  it  is  only  a  few  years  since 
that  sheep-dip  had  been  sold  by  people  who  were  not 
chemists,  and  a  short  time  ago  it  was  the  subject  of  a  pro- 
posed Act  of  Parliament  to  enable  them  to  do  so  again. 
He  admitted  the  whole  case. 

On  hearing  this,  Mr.  Meek  said  that  as  his  clients  had 
been  fairly  met  by  Mr.  Delany,  he  would  withdraw  the 
case  under  the  Poisons  Act.  He  was  about  to  call  evidence 
on  the  other  two  cases,  when 

Mr.  Delany  said  :  To  shorten  matters,  I  think  if  you 
would  impose  the  smallest  fine  and  divide  it  by  two,  it  would 
meet  the  justice  of  the  case. 

Mr.  Meek  :  But  the  penalty  is  fixed  by  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment at  5/. 

Mr.  Kilkelly  :  I  think  Mr.  Delany  has  met  the  case  very 
fairly,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  not  occur  again. 

Mr.  Delany  :  Oh,  Messrs.  Robinson  do  not  care  if  ifc 
occurred  every  day  in  the  week.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Meek  :  But  I  would  not  care  for  having  to  get  up 
so  early  in  the  morning  coming  down  here.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Delany  :  I  think  one  5?.  fine  should  meet  both  cases. 

Mr.  Meek  :  The  penalty  is  fixed  by  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment at  5/.,  and  two  offences  have  been  committed. 

Mr.  Kilkelly  :  If  we  fine  Mr.  McCrann  n;w,  I  suppose 
he  can  send  on  a  memorial. 

Air.  Delaney  :  I  suppose  so  ;  but  I  would  put  it  to  you  in 
this  way  :  the  sale  took  place  by  this  boy,  and  Mr. 
McCrann,  though  he  may  be  responsible,  really  knew 
nothing  of  it,  so  I  think  if  you  impose  a  fine  in  one  case 
and  dismiss  the  other,  it  would  meet  the  justice  of  it. 

Mr.  Meek  :  I  do  not  think  so,  as  under  the  Licensing 
Act  the  master  is  responsible  for  the  act  of  his  servant. 

The  Magistrates  then  consulted  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Kilkelly  :  Oh,  we  must  convict  in  the  two  cases. 

Mr.  Mesk  :  I  ask  you  for  costs. 

Mr.  Kilkelly  :  We  impose  a  fine  of  51.  in  each  case. 

Air.  Meek  :  This  is  a  very  serious  case,  and  the  Society 
had  to  get  the  powder  analysed.  I  have  the  analyst  here, 
Mr.  D.  S.  Jardin,  of  Dublin,  and  I  think  he  had  better  be 
examined .  so  that  it  may  be  understood  how  serious  a 
matter  it  is. 

Mr.  Kilkelly  :  It  is  not  necessary. 

Mr.  Delany  :  The  offence  is  admitted. 

Air.  Meek  :  But  he  found  that  the  packet  contained  no 
less  than  1,158  doses  of  poison  ! 

Air.  Kilkelly  :  We  are  imposing  fines  of  51.  in  the  two 
cases. 

Air.  Aleek  :  About  the  question  of  costs  ? 
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Mr.  Kilkelly  :  We  will  allow  the  ordinary  costs  of  the 
court. 

Mr.  Meek  :  The  Society  had  to  go  to  a  lot  of  expense  in 
getting  this  stuff  analysed,  and  then  to  send  down  Mr. 
Jardin  here. 

The  Magistrates  declined  to  give  special  costs,  and  made 
out  the  order  in  terms  advised  by  Mr.  Meek,  two-thirds  of 
the  fines  going  to  the  Society  and  a  third  to  the  policeman. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Spirit  op  Nitre. 
'At  Todmorden  on  October  1,  Ormerod  Barker,  Wellington 
Road,  Todmorden,  was  fined  2s.  6d.  and  costs  for  selling 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  was  16  per  cent,  below  the 

B.  P.  standard. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Claim  for  Drugs. 
At  Brompton  County  Court,  before  Sir  Wm.  Selfe,  on 
October  2,  Mr.  Bristowe,  solicitor,  applied  for  an  order  for 
payment  of  the  costs  in  an  action  in  which  Messrs.  Manners 
&  Hopkinson,  wholesale  druggists,  82  Southwark  Bridge 
Road,  had  obtained  judgment  for  21/.  odd  for  drugs  sup- 
plied to  Dr.  Morris  J.  Williams,  of  Jordan  Place,  Walham 
Green,  and  Jermyn  Street,  W.  The  principal  debt  had  been 
settled,  but  nothing  had  been  paid  on  account  of  costs,  which 
amounted  to  17Z.  16s.  8d.  His  Honour  :  What  evidence  of 
means  have  you  ?  Mr.  Bristowe  :  Dr.  Williams  recovered 
500/.  damages  for  libel  from  the  "Star"  newspaper.  His 
Honour  :  What  was  the  libel?  Mr.  Bristowe  :  It  was  in 
connection  with  the  Brinckley  murder.  His  Honour  made 
an  order  for  payment  of  the  amount  at  4/.  a  month;  in 
default  ten  days'  imprisonment. 

Salt  for  Barbadoes. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  October  5,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C..  an  action  was  brought  by  Mr.  Henry 

C.  Field,  trading  as  Alfred  Field  &  Co.,  merchants,  Edmund 
Street,  Birmingham,  against  Mr.  M.  J.  Antonio  Coris, 
5  Creechurch  Lane,  E.C.,  to  recover  the  sum  of  86/.  10s. 
in  respect  of  1.200  bags  of  salt,  which  had  been  sent  out 
to  C.  F.  Harrison  &  Co.,  Barbadoes,  to  be  disposed  of  on 
the  usual  commission  terms  for  the  defendant.  The  salt 
was  Spanish  salt,  and  not  so  bulky  as  English  salt,  so  that 
nobody  in  Barbadoes  would  look  at  it,  and  a  great  deal 
pf  the  salt  ultimately  was  sold  for  $824,  which,  subject  to 
deductions,  amounted  to  60/.  6s.  4fZ.  As  plaintiff  had 
advanced  141/.,  he  now  sued  for  the  balance.  After  hearing 
evidence  and  counsel,  Judge  Lumley  Smith  reserved  his 
decision.

It  appeared  that  prior 
to  1898  the  debtor  was  in  the  employ  of  a  firm  of  patent-food 
manufacturers  at  Bristol.  In  that  year  he  came  to  Londdn, 
and  has  since  been  engaged  in  an  attempt  to  place  an  artificial 
turpentine  on  the  market  and  upon  other  inventions. 
The  fadure  is  attributed  to  want  of  capital  and  money  ex- 
pended upon  inventions.  In  the  absence  of  any  offer,  the 
case  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound 
up  in  bankruptcy.

Deaths. 


Brough. — At  Gresham  House  Private  Hospital,  New- 
castle-on-Tyne,  on  October  3,  Mr.  Bennett  Hooper  Brough, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Secretary  of  the  Iron  and  Steel  Institute, 
aged  forty-eight.  Mr.  Brough  was  the  eldest  son  of  Mr. 
John  Cargill  Brough,  F.C.S.,  a  former  editor  of  this 
journal,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference.  He  was  educated  at  the  City  of  London 
School,  and  thereafter  studied  at  the  Royal  School  of 
Mines,  of  which  he  became  an  Associate  and  instructor  in 
mine  surveying,  on  which  subject  he  also  wrote  a  treatise 
which  went  through  thirteen  editions.  With  his  appoint- 
ment as  Secretary  to  the  Iron  and  Steel  Institute  in  1893, 
Mr.  Brough  entered  upon  work  for  which  he  was  peculiarly 
fitted,  his  professional  and  scientific  abilities  being  supple- 
mented by  linguistic  skill  and  high  social  charm,  all 
characteristics  receiving  full  play  in  his  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Institute,  which  are  international.  Mr. 
Brough  was  at  the  autumn  meeting  of  the  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute  at  Middlesbrough  last  week,  where  his  work,  both 
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administrative  and  social,  was  exceptionally  heavy,  when 
ihe  was  incapacitated  on  Thursday  from  violent  internal 
pain,  which  was  diagnosed  as  something  requiring  im- 
mediate surgical  attention.  He  was  conveyed  to  Newcastle 
by  special  train  to  undergo  an  operation,  but  the  malady  had 
proceeded  too  far,  and  he  succumbed  on  the  day  following 
the  operation.  Mr.  Brough  married  the  daughter  of  Mr. 
Edward  Lloyd,  barrister-at-law,  and  they  had  a  son  and 
daughter.  He  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  Councils  of 
the  Chemical  Society  and  the  Institute  of  Chemistry. 

Clarkson — At  Eichmond-on-Tees,  Yorkshire,  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  suddenly,  Mrs.  Newton  Clarkson,  the  wife  of 
Mr.  N.  Clarkson,  chemist  and  druggist,  1  King  Street, 
Bichmond. 

Paine. — At  Devisdale,  Bowdon,  Cheshire,  on  October  4, 
Mr.   Standen  Paine,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  chairman 

and  managing  director  of 
Benger's  Food,  Ltd.,  aged 
seventy-three.  Mr.  Paine 
was  at  business  as  recently 
as  Wednesday  of  last  week. 
The  day  following  he  felt 
that  he  had  a  chill  and 
stayed  at  home,  when  pneu- 
monia rapidly  developed, 
and  he  died  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  Mr.  Paine  came 
of  an  old  Brighton  family, 
and  his  father  was  in  busi- 
ness as  a  pharmacist  there. 
With  him  he  served  his 
apprenticeship,  and  at  the 
end  of  it  came  to  London 
as  an  assistant  to  Messrs. 
John  Bell  &  Co.,  Oxford 
Street.  He  passed  the 
Major  examination  on  De- 
cember 21,  1858,  and  remained  six  years  in  Bell's ;  then  in 
1864  he  went  to  Manchester  to  join  the  staff  of  Messrs. 
Mottershead  &  Co.,  the  business  at  that  time  being  owned 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Eoberts.  Among  Mr.  Paine's  fellow  assist- 
ants at  Bell's  was  Mr.  F.  Baden  Benger,  who  had  distin- 
guished himself  at  "the  Square"  in  1860-61.  He  and 
Mr.  Paine  were  intimate  friends,  and  Mr.  Benger  followed 
Mr.  Paine  to  Manchester.  Together  they  acquired  the 
business  of  Mottershead  &  Co.  in  1866,  and  from  the  outset 
indicated  their  faith  in  pharmaceutical  personality  by 
printing  their  own  names  in  parentheses  under  the  firm- 
name.  The  association  of  the  two  f  riends  in  business  was 
exceptionally  fortunate,  Mr.  Paine's  attention  to  the  busi- 
ness side  enabling  Mr.  Benger  to  devote  much  time  to 
researches  on  the  digestive  ferments  on  behalf  of  the  late  Sir 
William  Eoberts,  M.D.,  which  ultimately  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  manufacturing  business  in  1891 
at  Otter  Works,  Manchester,  for  the  production  of  digestive 
and  food  products.  The  business  of  Mottershead  &  Co. 
was  at  that  time  disposed  of,  Mr.  A.  E.  H.  Blackburn 
purchasing  the  retail  and  dispensing  part,  and  Mr.  Fred. 
Jackson  the  business  in  chemical  and  scientific  apparatus. 
The  success  of  F.  B.  Benger  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  phenomenal. 
The  capital  was  40,000?.,  and  shortly  after  Mr.  Benger's 
death  in  1903  the  company  was  (according  to  an  agreement 
between  Mr.  Paine  and  Mr.  Benger)  reconstructed  as 
Benger's  Food,  Ltd.,  with  a  capital  of  400,000/.,  Mr.  Paine 
becoming  chairman  and  managing  director.  The  success  of 
the  company  continued,  and  in  the  last  financial  year  a 
piofit  of  51,685/.  was  reported.  Latterly  Mr.  Paine  had 
been  taking  a  less  active  part  in  the  business,  the  manage- 
ment having  been  so  arranged  as  to  ensure  continuity  of 
policv  and  uninterrupted  supervision,  Mr.  A.  H.  Barlow, 
Ph.C,  being  the  general  manager.  Mr.  Paine  was  a  man 
of  retiring  disposition.  He  had  a  high  sense  of  what  is 
honourable,  and  his  integrity  and  frankness  won  the  respect 
of  all  who  knew  him.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Paine,  four 
daughters,  and  two  sons. 

Haydon.— At  Oakdale,  Solihull,  Birmingham,  on 
October  5,  Mr.  William  Frederic  Haydon,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  aged  fifty-nine.  This  death  recalls  an  eventful 
decade  in  the  pharmaceutical  history  of  Great  Britain,  Mr. 
Haydon  having  been  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 


gists' Trade  Association  of  Great  Britain  practically  all  the- 
time  it  lasted.  He  was  the  son  of  a  chemist  at  Fording- 
bridge,  Hampshire,  and  passed  the  Minor  examination  in; 
July  1870,  and  the  Major  in  November  following.  Early 
in  1876  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay  suggested  that  a. 
trade  conference  should  be  held  to  consider  several  griev- 
ances which  were  then  pressing  hard  upon  chemists  andl 
druggists,  and  this  was  duly  convened  on  July  11,  1876,  the 
late  Mr.  Eichard  Eeynolds,  of  Leeds,  presiding.  The- 
Association  was  formed,  and  Mr.  S.  U.  Jones  became  the 
first  President.  The  pioneering  work  for  this  meeting  had 
been  done  by  Mr.  Thomas  Barclay  in  his  travels  through- 
the  country,  and  when  it  became  evident  that  it  was  to  be- 
a  success  Mr.  Barclay  saw  that  secretarial  assistance  would 
be  needed,  and  he  picked  out  Mr.  Haydon,  who  was  young 
and  enthusiastic.  He  became  the  first  and  only  Secretary 
of  the  Association,  for  although  he  resigned  in  1880,  when, 
he  was  appointed  Secretary  to  the  Birmingham  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Exchange  Buildings  Co.,  he  was  induced  to- 
retain  the  position,  and  he  kept  it  until  the  Association  came- 
to  an  end  in  1887.  Mr.  Haydon  made  the  most  of  his  office, 
and  it  was  written  of  him  in  the  midst  of  his  secretarial 
career  "  he  may  fairly  claim  to  have  rescued  the  Pharmacy- 
Act  from  its  dead-letter  condition,  and  his  seventeenth  sec- 
tion campaigns  seem  at  last  to  have  roused  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  from  their  apathy."  When  the  Associa- 
tion died,  Mr.  Haydon  and  Mr.  Glaisyer,  its  solicitor, 
started  Haydon's  Defence  Agency,  which  was  joined  by 
about  800  members  ;  but  this  was  a  short-lived  effort,  and  in- 
a  few  years  Mr.  Haydon  ceased  to  take  a  direct  interest  in 
pharmacy  matters.  Besides  his  secretaryship  of  the- 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  he  acted  in  a  similar  capacity  to  the 
Galvanised-iron  Trade  Association,  and  was  formerly- 
consular  agent  for  Turkey.  Six  weeks  ago  he  was  com- 
pelled to  give  up  his  duties  on  account  of  illness,  and  Dr. 
Douglas  Stanley  pronounced  him  to  be  suffering  from  an 
affection  of  the  heart,  and  ordered  him  to  take  complete  rest 
for  a  month.  Mr.  Haydon  improved  somewhat,  but  com- 
plications ensued,  resulting  in  his  death.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  four  daughters.  A  Birmingham  correspondent  writes  : 
Mr.  Haydon  will  be  well  remembered  by  the  older  members 
of  tlie  craft.  He  did  yeoman  service  in  days  of  old,  which 
were  both  halcyon  and  warlike.  In  recent  years  he  has  not. 
had  much  to  do  with  pharmacists,  his  lot  being  cast  in  heavy- 
industrial  spheres.  He  knew  the  value  of  advertisement, 
and  persuaded  the  Exchange  to  utilise  the  bare  walls  of  its 
magnificent  hall  for  advertisement  boards,  which  proved  a 
great  success.  He  was  an  ardent  photographer,  and  was 
well  esteemed  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He 
was  well  up  in  pharmacy  law  and  Patent  Acts  and  did  much 
gratuitous  advising  long  after  the  old  trade  association' 
died.

Versimetric    Charts. — Mr.    H.    Finnemore,  B.Sc, 

F.  I.C,  sends  us  particulars  of  a  ready  method  of  convert- 
ing metric  into  English  weights  and  measures  and  vice 
versa  which  has  been  devised  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Abbott,  at 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Fremantle,  M.B.,  M.E.C.P., 
and  Mr.  Finnemore.  The  method  is  simple.  Squared  paper 
is  spaced  on  one  side  with  the  English  weights  or  measures, 
and  with  the  metric  equivalents  on  the  side  at  right 
angles.  It  then  but  remains  to  find  the  English  figure 
along  the  one  side,  carry  the  eye  along  a  straight  line  to 
the  diagonal,  and  thence  at  right  angles  to  the  base  or  side 
in  order  to  find  the  equivalent.  The  charts  are  adaptable 
for  many  purposes,  which  will  be  apparent  to  pharmacists, 
but  they  were  first  drawn  up  in  connection  with  the 
measurements  of  school-children.  The  charts  are  published 
at  Is.  each  by  the  Medical  Agency,  Watergate  House, 
Adelphi,  London,  W.C.

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The  British  Pharmacopoeia. 


AT  a  meeting  of  the  Therapeutical  Section  of  the  Eoyal 
Society  of  Medicine,  held  at  20  Hanover  Square,  Lon- 
don  W    on  October  6,  Dr.  Burton  Brown  presiding,  an 
address  'was  given  by  Professor  Nestor  Tirard  on  ''The 
British  Pharmacopoeia  :  Its  Scope  and  Object.'  After 
briefly  revievnng  the  genesis  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  the  statutory  authority  by  which  it  is  produced,  Dr. 
Tirard  gave  some  interesting  particulars  concerning  the 
work  which  has  been  going  on  for  nearly  ten  years  past 
with  a  view  to  the  new  edition.    He  stated  that  although 
medical  bodies  have  only  been  approached  on  this  subject 
durino-  the  last  twelve  months,  pharmaceutical  workers 
have  been  busy  for  many  years.    He  especially  referred  to 
the  help  given  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  to  the 
researches' made  by  Professor  Greenish  on  solubilities  and 
ash-yields.    He  also  mentioned  the  work  done  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Dunstan  on  arsenic-tests.  Passing 
.  to  the  difficulties  which  met  the  committee,  Dr.  Tirard  re- 
ferred to  the  numerous  criticisms  and  the  number  of  sug- 
gestions which  had  been  received  from  dispensing  phar- 
macists, wholesale  druggists,  and,  in  particular,  from  the 
Therapeutical  Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion.   It  was  suggested  that  many  drugs  should  be  deleted, 
but  the  committee  had  to  exercise  great  care  before  exclud- 
ing medicaments  which/although  proved  by  pharmacologists 
to  be  inert,  are  still  prescribed.    He  referred  to  the  desir- 
ability not  only  of  imperial,  but  also  of  international,  uni- 
formity, and  noted  with  pleasure  that  but  few  alterations 
would  be  required  in  the  British  standards  to  make  them 
agree  with  those  adopted  by  the  International  Committee 
for  potent  remedies.    As  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  generally, 
he  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  its  being  so  worded  that  it 
would  be  acceptable  to  both  physicians  and  pharmacists. 
He  compared  it  with  a  party-wall,  which,  being  the  joint 
property  of  two  neighbours,  must  be  composed  of  such 
materials  as  they  both  agreed  it  would  be  desirable  to  use. 
It  might  be  necessary  to  introduce  sera  and  vaccines  into 
the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  and  possibly  also  physiologically 
tested  drugs ;  but,  if  this  were  done,  the  tests  would  have 
to  be  performed  in  public  laboratories,  and  he  did  not 
know  if  the  General  Medical  Council  had  power  to  establish 
such.    It  is   sometimes   said,    he    continued,    that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  should  contain  therapeutic  notes,  but  he 
doubted  the  wisdom  of  this  suggestion,  although  the  doses 
are  in  some  measure  information  of  this  character. 

Dr.  Hawthorne,  in  opening  the  discussion,  denounced 
the  idea  of  making  the  Pharmacopoeia  a  therapeutic  text- 
book. It  was  published  by  the  authority  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  the  Legislature  might  as  well  try  to  impose  a 
jreligious  creed  on  his  Majesty's  subjects  as  lay  down  hard 
and  fast  rules  as  to  what  doctors  should  prescribe.  The 

■  Pharmacopoeia  must  be  comprehensive ;  it  should  contain 
everything  that  is  used  independently  of  its  utility.  He 
thought  that  owing  to  bad  examination  methods  the 
Pharmacopoeia  had  been  curtailed  in  mercy  to  medical 
students ;  but  now  that  it  is  no  longer  thought  necessary 
that,  before  a  student  could  be  certified  to  be  qualified  to 
practise,  he  should  have  a  verbatim  knowledge  of  such 

:  interesting  facts  as  that  cochineal  is  a  dried  female  insect, 
fortunate  enough  to  have  been  horn  on  the  Peak  of 
"  Teneriffe,  and  that  certain  drugs  have  certain  lengthy 
I  botanical  names,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  official  work 
:  should  not  be  a  complete  handbook  for  the  joint  use  of 
physicians  and  pharmacists. 

Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  was  also  invited  to  speak,  and 
welcomed  Dr.  Tirard's  references  to  the  help  which  had 
1  'been  received   from  the   Pharmaceutical   Society.  He 
■thought  that  the  mistakes  of  the  past  had  been  caused  by 
the  lack  of  recognition  of  the  principle  pithily  expressed  by 
.  Sir  Frederick  Pollock  in  the  pregnant  saying,  "  Those  who 
make  the  shoe  do  not  feel  it  pinch,  and  those  who  feel  it 
i  pinch  do  not  know  how  shoes  are  made."    Unless  there  be 

■  co-operation  between  medical  and  pharmaceutical  workers 

■  disaster  would  follow.    He  thought  Dr.  Tirard's  simile 

■  of  a  party- wall  a  little  unfortunate.     There  should  be  no 
barrier  set  up  between  the  two  classes  of  workers.  The 

^Pharmacopoeia,  should  provide  a  common  language,  so  that 


medicine  might  specify  what  she  required,  and  pharmacy 
supply  it.  As  a  manufacturer  he  welcomed  the  suggestion 
of  a  public  laboratory  for  physiological  testing.  It  is  a  source 
of  anxiety  to  have  to  send  out  products  for  which  chemistry 
fails  to  provide  tests,  and  which  can  only  be  valued  by 
physiological  methods  which  manufacturers  were  not 
licensed  to  perform.  He  asked  Professor  Tirard  what  is 
the  policy  of  the  General  Medical  Council  with  regard  to 
the  use  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  standard  for  domestic 
remedies  when  demanded  under  official  names  ? 

Dr.  Tirard,  in  reply,  said  he  had  purposely  tried  to  speak 
impersonally,  but  he  sympathised  with  much  that  had 
been  said.  The  General  Medical  Council  is  alive  to  the 
difficulties  surrounding  the  sale  of  domestic  remedies,  and 
for  that  reason  jealously  scrutinised  the  introduction  of 
synonyms  into  the  Pharmacopoeia. 


Photographic  Notes. 

(By  a  Pharmaceutical  Camerist.) 


Another  Home=made  P.O.P. 

A  Writer  in  the  "  Bulletin  of  Photography  "  states  that 
a  paper  which  gives  most  pictorial  results  in  tones  varying 
from  a  cool  grey  and  slate  to  scarlet  and  russet  is  thus 
made.  A  good  drawing-paper,  such  as  Whatman's,  is  sized 
by  floating  on  a  size  made  by  boiling  a  teaspoonf  ul  of  arrow- 
root with  a  pint  of  water.  It  is  then  dried  and  salted  by 
floating  on  a  solution  of  a  soluble  chloride.  Ammonium, 
sodium,  strontium,  barium,  and  mercury  chlorides  are  em- 
ployed, of  the  first  three  in  the  proportion  of  10  grains  to  the 
ounce,  but  of  the  two  latter  20  grains.  The  particular  chloride 
employed  has  some  effect  on  the  colour  of  the  resulting 
image.  After  the  salting-bath  the  paper  is  again  dried, 
and  the  following  solution  applied  in  weak  daylight  or 


artificial  light  : 

Silver  nitrate         ...       ...       ...  3j. 

Ammonium  nitrate    3j. 

Distilled  water   3j- 

Sodium-carbonate     solution  a 


sufficiency  to  make  the  bath 
slightly  alkaline. 
Filter  from  the  slight  precipitate. 
The  paper  is  dried  again  and  fumed  for  ten  minutes  by 
placing  in  a  box  containing  a  shallow  dish  with  a  little 
0.880  ammonia.    It  is  now  ready  for  printing.    The  prints 
are  first  soaked  in  water  acidulated  with  a  few  drops  of 
acetic  acid,  then  washed  for  a  few  minutes  and  toned  in — 

Gold  chloride    gr.  iv. 

Uranium  nitrate    gr.  iv. 

Salt   3j. 

Sodium  acetate    3j. 

Water   3xxxij- 

Dissolve  the  gold  and  uranium  salts  and  make  the  solution 
faintly  alkaline  with  a  solution  of  sodium  bicarbonate,  then 
add  the  other  ingredients. 
Prints  are  best  toned  one  at  a  time,  and  toning  proceeds 
very  rapidly.     After  toning,  rinse  in  water  and  fix  for 


fifteen  minutes  in 

Sodium  hyposulphite    3ij- 

Common  salt    Jj. 

Bicarbonate  of  sodium    3ij. 

Water    3xvi- 


Wash  in  several  changes  of  water,  soak  for  ten  minutes 
and  drain,  then  soak  again  and  dry. 
In  order  to  get  a  variety  of  tones  the  following  notes  are 
appended  : 

Deep  printing  and  quick  toning  gives  sepias  and  browns. 
Deep  printing  and  long  toning  gives  purples  and  blacks. 
Light  printing  and  quick  toning  gives  light  sepias. 
Light  printing  and  long  toning  gives  cool  greys  and  slate 
tints. 

If  the  prints  are  fixed  and  washed  and  then  bleached  in 
a  weak  solution  of  mercuric  or  cupric  chloride  or  in  a  weak 
solution  of  potassium  ferricyanide,  and  after  washing  im- 
mersed in  a  5-grains-to-the-ounce  solution  of  Schlippe's 
salt,  a  scarlet  tone  is  produced. 

Russet  tones  are  obtained  when  a  few  drops  of  ammonia 
are  added  to  the  solution  of  Schlippe's  salt. 
In  making  the  paper  it  would  be  more  economical  to  apply 
the  various  solutions  with  a  piece  of  cotton-wool,  but  it 
is  necessary  to  see  that  no  streaks  are  left,  as  these  would 
show  in  the  print.

Advice  to  Students 

is  evidently  exhausted  or  no  longer  market- 
able. At  the  medical  schools  this  year  lectures  on  tropical 
diseases,  on  quack  medicines,  on  medicine  as  a  science,  and 
witty  flatteries  of  professional  prejudices  by  Rudyard 
Kipling,  take  the  place  of  the  old-fashioned  homilies  wind- 
ing up  with  a  quotation  from  Shakespeare  or  Longfellow ; 
and  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  Mr.  Lescher  modestly  asks 
the  students  before  him,  "  Why  should  I  give  you  advice  ?  " 
One  possible  answer  to  this  question  might  be  framed  in 
the  words  of  the  story  which  he  narrated  immediately 
afterwards  :  "  We  thought  you  '  had  com'd  o'  purpose.'  " 
For  certainly  until  recently  we  looked  for  some  sort  of 
counsel,  exhortation,  or  admonition  in  these  introductory 
sessional  addresses,  and  if  the  repetition  of  lofty  senti- 
ments proper  to  the  occasion  had  become  trite  and  weari- 
some to  the  older  and  more  cynical  auditors,  it  was  for 
them  to  remember  that  they  were  not  the  persons  whom  it 
was  desired  to  influence ;  and  who  could  tell  what  the  effect 
might  not  be  on  the  younger,  fresher,  and  less  hardened 
souls  who  were  entering  on  a  new  phase  of  life?  It  is 
reported,  however,  that  there  is  but  little  of  that  innocence 
and  reverence  in  the  students  of  the  twentieth  century  ; 
they  are  disposed  to  insist  that  their  seniors  should  "cut 
the  cackle  and  come  to  the  hosses  "  ;  they  have  paid  for  a 
certain  modicum  of  instruction  just  as  they  might  pay  for 
a  necktie,  and  see  no  more  reason  for  moralising  to  accom- 
pany the  one  transaction  than  the  other.  If  this  be  true, 
it  must  suit  everybody  that  the  speaker  should  address  us 
on  a  subject  on  which  he  is  a  recognised  authority,  and 
Mr.  Lescher  and 

The  Commerce  in  Drugs 

form  undoubtedly  a  happy  com- 
bination. Historians  of  commerce  have  not  treated  the 
drug-trade  with  the  respect  it  has  earned  ;  for,  insignificant 
as  it  may  now  appear  in  the  vast  volume  of  manufactures 
and  dealings  which  are  represented  in  our  current  statistics, 
the  drug-trade  can  boast  a  longer  and  more  romantic  record 
than  scores  of  its  modern  mushroom  rivals  which  have  out- 
stripped it  in  extent.  Millions  are  not  the  only  criterion 
of  the  importance  of  a  business.  In  his  concise  sketch  Mr. 
Lescher  gave  glimpses  of  the  caravans  of  Asia  and  Africa, 
and  of  the  barques  of  the  Phoenicians  creeping  along  the 
coasts  of  the  Mediterranean  ;  of  the  development  of  Alex- 
andria, Venice,  Pisa,  Genoa,  as  the  marts  of  the  Middle 
Ages  ;  of  the  bold  navigators  of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth 
centuries  who  discovered  the  Western  world,  opened  the 
way  to  the  East,  and  started  those  organisations  which  have 
brought  into  constant  communication  all  parts  of  the  earth, 
and  so  facilitated  the  exchange  of  commodities  between  the 
nations.  It  would  be  easy  to  show  how  all  along  the  line 
of  that  sketch  drugs  and  spices  have  been  prominent.  The 
very  earliest  instance  of  export  and  import  known  is  that 
of  which  we  read  in  the  thirty-sixth  chapter  of  the  Book  of 
Genesis,  in  which  we  are  introduced  to  the  Midianite 
merchantmen  passing  through  the  land  of  Canaan,  carrying 
"  spicery,  balm,  and  myrrh  "  from  Gilead  to  Egypt.  Those 
were  the  luxuries  of  thirty-six  centuries  ago  which  kept 
Egypt  and  Chaldea  in  communication.  To  Rome  in  its 
wealthiest  days  the  East  sent  its  tribute,  and  chief  among 
the  products  thus  poured  into  the  Imperial  city  were  spices 
and  aromatic  gums.  Out  of  these  the  drug-trade  grew ; 
as  the  depot  of  these  Venice  gained  her  vast  wealth ;  for 
monopolies  in  these  Italy,  Portugal,  Holland,  France,  and 
England  strove  and  fought.    We  have  no  conception  now 


of  the  passion  which  prevailed  in  old  times  for  pepper, 
cassia,  ginger,  cloves,  anise,  and  cardamoms  ;  for  myrrh, 
frankincense,  camphor,  asafetida,  and  aloes-wood.  Pro- 
bably tea,  coffee,  tobacco,  and  brandy  have  more  than 
satisfied  the  ancient  cravings.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
druggists  were  the  pioneers  of  international  trade,  the  real' 
founders  of  navigation,  and  the  stimulators  of  the  geniua- 
which  produced  goods  to  send  to  India,  China,  Persia,. 
Arabia,  and  Africa  to  pay  for  the  prized  fruits  and  gums- 
which  their  climates  could  produce. 
Darwinism 

is  a  term  which  I  think  is  interpreted  sometimes - 
widely  and  sometimes  narrowly ;    in  the  strict  sense  I 
understand  it  to  be  an  explanation  of  the  origin  of  species 
by  the  process  of  natural  selection,  and  I  am  not  sure  that 
the  letter  from  Mr.  Day,  of  Dewsbury,  in  which  he  favours 
my  paragraph  with  criticism,  may  not  be  itself  liable  to- 
mislead.      Mr.  Day  says  :  "Darwin  himself  .  .  .  never 
affirmed  that  natural  selection  afforded  any  explanation  of 
variation."    But  he  certainly  claimed  that  it  explained  the 
perpetuation  of  variations  which  ultimately  resulted'  in* 
new  species.    His  great  work  was  entitled  "  On  the  Origin 
of  Species  by  means  of  Natural  Selection,"  and,  while  it  im- 
perfectly true  that  Darwin  did  more  than  any  other  ob- 
server to  establish  the  theory  of  evolution  and  to  dis- 
establish the  idea  of  the  special  creation  of  each  species,  it"  • 
would  be,  I  think,  correct  to  say  that  Darwinism  had 
been  overthrown  if  it  were  agreed  that  the  doctrine-  of" 
Natural  Selection  were  generally  abandoned.    That  might 
happen,  and  Darwin  might  still  be  the  greatest  natural 
philosopher  that  ever  lived.    Lamarck  taught  evolution, 
and  so  did  other  naturalists  before  Darwin,  and'  their 
views  are  stated  by  Darwin.   Wallace,  quoting  them,  adds  : 
"  But  none  of  them  gave  a  clue  as  to  the  law  or  the  method 
by  which  the  change  had  been  effected,"  and  then  goes  on 
to  show  that  this  was  the  special  feature  of  what  he  named 
"  Darwinism." 
Rudyard  Kipling 

advises  medical  practitioners  to  be  truthful, 
and  assures  them  it  will  pay  to  be  so.  No  one  will  oppose 
the  advice,  but  it"  may  be  open  to  question  whether  the 
reason  offered  for  it  is  sound.  To  the  ordinary  observer  it 
would  seem  that  the  difficulty  of  always  being  strictly 
truthful  is  only  less  for  doctors  than  it  is  for  professed* 
fictionists.  Certainly  it  may  be  argued  that  in  both  cases- 
departure  from  actual  veracity  is  justifiable;  but  that  is- 
not  the  immediate  question.  For,  not  to  mention  the  fre- 
quent occasions  when  the  medical  attendant  has  to  look 
cheerful  when  he  feels  anxious,  or  to  look  wise  when  he 
is  puzzled,  there  are  patients — and  they  are  the-  best  he 
gets — with  whom  he  has  to  look  grave  when  truthfulness 
would  compel  him  to  smile.  The  club  doctor  or  the  shilling 
practitioner  can  afford  to  be  faithful  to  his  clients ;  but 
there  are  fashionable  physicians  to  whom  the  cost  of  telling 
the  exact  truth  to  patients  who  do  not  require  their  ser- 
vices would  amount  to  a  very  consideraKb  slice  of  their 
income ;  and  it  is  to  the  succession  to  their  practices  that 
most  of  the  students  facing  Mr.  Kipling  most  ardently 
aspire. 

Nyasalakd  Ginger. — Ginger  is  being  extensively  propa- 
gated in  the  experimental  gardens  of  the  Nyas-aland 
Protectorate,  and  the  plot  now  contains  2,000  strong  plants,  all 
of  which  have  been  derived  from  two  small  plants  of  ginger 
received  from  Kew  in  1901.  Until  a  fairly  large  stock  of 
plants  is  available  to  work  upon,  the  propagation  of  ginger 
is  a  very  slow  process,  as  the  method  employed  is  by  division 
of  the  rhizomes.  During  this  year  about  1,000  plants  will  be 
available  for  distribution.  Ginger  will  no  doubt  be  taken  up 
by  planters  as  soon  as  plants  are  available,  as  it  is  well  s,uitea' 
for  cultivation  as  a  by-product.

Pharmacy  in  Ireland. 

The  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  which  begins  on  page  588,  sufficiently 
indicates  that  pharmaceutical  affairs  in  Ireland  are  pro- 
ceeding on  a  smooth  course.  Ireland  is  in  some  respects 
fortunate  beyond  Great  Britain  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy. 
When  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1875  was  passed,  the  Apothecary 
grade  in  Ireland  was  in  the  final  stage  towards  complete 
medical  recognition,  and  the  privilege  of  dispensing  medical 
prescriptions  (up  to  that  time  reserved  to  apothecaries)  was 
extended  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  registered  under  the 
1875  Act.  As  the  custom  of  medical  practitioners  in 
Ireland  (except  in  remote  country  districts  where  the 
population  is  medically  served  chiefly  by  dispensaries) 
is  to  write  prescriptions,  pharmaceutical  chemists  started 
with  an  excellent  business  nucleus  and  a  degree  of  pro- 
fessional status  which  did  not  exist  in  Great  Britain. 
Consequent  upon  this,  and  owing  to  special  statutory 
powers,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  has  been 
enabled  to  perfect  the  system  of  education  and  examina- 
tion in  several  directions.  Thus  the  latest  provision, 
whereby  every  candidate  for  the  Licence  examination  must 
show  that  he  has  had  four  years'  service  with  one  or  more 
pharmaceutical  chemists  since  registration  as  an  apprentice, 
cannot  fail  to  be  of  the  greatest  help  to  individual  candi- 
dates as  well  as  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  It  was  in 
1885  that  the  Privy  Council  in  London  declared  that  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  prevents  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  from  imposing  conditions  of  this 
nature  upon  candidates  for  the  qualifying  examination. 
It  has  to  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  object  of  the 
1868  Act  was  not  to  provide  the  country  with  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  but  with  retail  chemists  and  druggists, 
an  important  distinction  between  the  Acts  of  1868  and  1875. 
The  fact  that  in  Great  Britain  the  qualifying  examination 
has  been  made  the  stepping-stone  to  the  qualification  of 
pharmaceutical  chemist  has  probably  been  most  prejudicial 
to  educational  advancement,  and  we  have  on  more  than  one 
occasion  pointed  out  that  there  are  no  statutory  hindrances 
to  the  institution  of  educational  and  other  conditions  upon 
those  who  desire  the  title  "  pharmaceutical  chemist "  in 
Great  Britain.  It  would  be  needless  to  speculate  upon 
what  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain  at  the 
present  time  would  have  been  had  this  fact  been  recognised, 
for  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  the  privilege  of  dispensing 
medical  prescriptions  has  been  a  distinct  incentive  in 
Irelamd  to  the  co-ordination  of  pharmaceutical  education 
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and  examination ;  still  it  cannot  be  wrong  to  impress  upon 
Parliament  the  desirability  of  extending  to  Great  Britain 
the  Irish  privilege  of  dispensing  prescriptions. 

Ireland  has  two  grades  in  pharmacy— (1)  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  (2)  chemists  and  druggists  and  registered 
druggists,  the  latter  class  having  been  called  into  being 
in  1890  for  a  similar  purpose  to  the  grade  of  chemists  and 
druggists  in  Great  Britain— namely,  to  retail  and  mix 
poisons,  the  privilege  of  dispensing  medical  prescriptions 
being  denied  to  them.  The  experience  of  fifteen  years  had 
shown  that  the  more  highly  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist 
could  not  have  sufficient  support  for  existence  in  certain 
districts  of  the  country,  and  that  public  demands  could  be 
met  by  men  of  a  different  type  of  training  and  education. 
Altogether  there  are  1,522  of  these  two  classes,  or  roughly 
1  to  every  3,000  of  the  population ;  while  in  Great  Britain 
there  are  16,119  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and 
druggists,  or  1  to  every  2,300  of  the  population  (1901 
census).  In  Ireland  there  are  786  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
besides  a  fair  number  of  registered  assistants  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  not  included  in  the  above  total ;  but  if 
they  were  it  would  be  found  that  the  proportion  of  qualified 
men  to  the  population  approximates  very  closely  to  that 
of  Great  Britain. 

In  view  of  the  legislation  now  before  Parliament  and  the 
enforced  extension  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland,  it  is  much  to  be 
desired  that  the  work  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  has  done  for  the  country  by  providing  efficient 
pharmaceutical  service  since  1875,  and  its  loyal  endeavours 
to  meet  public  requirements  in  the  retail  trade  with  a  com- 
petent body  of  registered  druggists,  should  have  the  fullest 
consideration  by  Parliament,  so  that  if  the  conditions  of 
Clause  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  are  extended 
to  Ireland,  the  other  provisions  intended  to  regulate  modern 
trading  conditions  should  also  be  extended.  The  Pre- 
sident of  the  Society,  in  his  address  at  the  annual  meeting, 
sufficiently  indicated  that  he  and  his  colleagues  are  alive 
to  this  necessity,  and  on  the  eve  of  the  resumption  of 
parliamentary  activity  it  is  well  that  it  should  be  re- 
irembered  that  Ireland  is  a  factor  to  be  reckoned  with. 


The  Winter  Session. 

The  Winter  Session  of  Chemists'  Associations  in  Great 
Britain  began  in  earnest  last  week,  as  the  reports  published 
in  this  issue  sufficiently  indicate.  There  are  at  present 
ninety-three  local  associations,  besides  the  Federation 
which  covers  the  whole  of  the  country  and  the  West  Riding 
Federation.  Inquiries  which  we  have  recently  made  show 
that  the  memberships  are  fairly  well  maintained.  The  Asso- 
ciations having  a  membership  of  100  or  more  are  :  Edin- 
burgh District  Chemists'  Trade  Association,  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland,  London,  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Midland, 
Pharmaceutical,  and  the  Western  (of  London).  The 
smallest  memberships  so  far  returned  to  us  are  Darwen  and 
Workington,  each  of  which  has  seven  members,  and  they 
have  the  courage  to  state  the  fact,  which  is  commendable, 
because  if  there  is  any  matter  of  vital  interest  to  local 
chemists'  associations  it  is  the  relation  between  membership 
and  the  attendance  at  meetings.  In  the  case  of  smaller 
bodies,  both  are  approximately  the  same,  but  in  the  larger 
ones,  with  a  membership  of  forty  or  more,  it  is  frequently 
the  greatest  difficulty  to  get  an  attendance  of  a  dozen.  Fif- 
teen years  ago  there  were  only  fifteen  local  chemists'  asso- 
ciations in  Great  Britain,  and  it  was  not  until  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  commenced  to  tour  the  country  on  his  mission 
of  price-protection  that  local  organisation  of  chemists  began 
to  be  seriously  undertaken.     Simultaneously  a  marked 


change  came  over  the  spirit  of  associations.  Up  to  that  time 
trade  questions,  such  as  early  closing,  prices,  and  commer- 
cial subjects  generally  were  tabooed,  the  experience  of  a 
generation  having  proved  that  such  questions  wreck  asso- 
ciations by  creating  unfriendly  feeling  among  members. 
Practical  and  technical  matters  were  regarded  as  the  only 
safe  subjects  for  friendliness.  We  are  not  quite  sure  that 
the  old  experience  does  not  still  hold  to  some  extent,  for 
abstention  of  the  greater  proportion  of  the  members  in  such 
associations  from  active  participation  in  their  work  is  a 
fair  indication  of  the  continued  existence  of  the  "  mind- 
your-own-business  "  feeling.  Much  as  chemists  have 
advanced  in  happier  relations  with  one  another  during  the 
past  decade,  there  is  still  considerable  hesitation  to  discuss 
local  trade  matters  at  large  association  meetings.  The  ex- 
ceptions are  among  the  smaller  Associations,  which  are  con- 
ducted on  familiar  social  lines  and  do  not  pretend  to  figure 
largely  among  Winter  Session  reports ;  nor  do  they  worry 
greatly  in  regard  to  formal  meetings.  When  half  a  dozen 
pharmacists  come  together,  conversation  does  not  flag  and 
formality  is  thrown  overboard— then  it  is  not  long  before 
definite  opinions  on  local  and  general  topics  are  arrived  at. 
As  a  rule  the  opinions  are  not  blazoned  forth  to  the  world, 
but  are  reserved  for  use  when  the  proper  opportunity  arises, 
which  is  the  highest  wisdom  compared  to  the  folly  exhibited 
in  a  definite  resolution  being  arrived  at  by  a  coterie  or  a 
fraction  of  local  membership  and  presented  to  the  world  as 
the  view  of  the  district.  This  does  real  harm  to  pharma- 
ceutical progress.  In  the  Session  upon  which  we  have  just 
entered  trade  opinion  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
will  be  in  demand,  and  an  unusual  expedient  has  been  taken 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  of  deputing  re- 
sponsible persons  to  attend  local  meetings  and  inform  mem- 
bers privately  of  what  is  going  on.  This  will  probably  serve 
a  useful  purpose.  A  beginning  was  made  at  Gravesend  this 
week,  and  we  gather  that  the  result  was  satisfactory 
to  those  who  were  present.  The  object  of  local  chemists' 
associations  is  not  to  say  "  ditto  "  to  any  great  central  asso- 
ciation, but,  in  the  first  place,  to  promote  the  local  interests 
of  the  members,  and  when  this  has  been  achieved  to  help 
one  another  in  regard  to  larger  matters  concerned  with  the 
progress  of  pharmacy.  There  is  now  a  concatenation  of  cir- 
cumstances in  which  generous  interdependence  of  this 
character  is  likely  to  be  fruitful.  When  this  lias  achieved  its 
purpose,  the  problem  of  keeping  up  the  local  interest  will 
remain,  and  secretaries  and  presidents  have  generally  to 
attack  the  problem.  Given  an  enthusiastic  secretary,  there 
is  rarely  any  difficulty  in  getting  sufficient  matters  of  in- 
terest to  consider  at  monthly  meetings,  but  without  attend- 
ance and  encouraging  support  of  members  generally  the 
results  are  terribly  disappointing.  Better  a  well-knit- 
together  membership  of  seven  than  seventy  paying  mem- 
bers of  whom  a  tenth  only  take  a  direct  interest  in  the 
matters  done  in  the  name  of  all.  We  wish  success  to  the 
ninety-odd  Associations  now  entering  upon  a  new  Session, 
and,  we  need  scarcely  add,  we  are  always  pleased  to  assist 
secretaries  and  contributors  with  information  not  easily 
obtainable  locally,  when  we  are  asked.  As  a  general  sugges- 
tion we  may  point  to  our  correspondence  columns  as  pro- 
viding week  by  week  topics  of  practical  and  business  interest 
for  those  "miscellaneous  communications"  which  are  a 
feature  of  some  monthly  meetings. 

Sicilian  Citrus  By-products. 

Some  further  light  is  thrown  on  the  Sicilian  Citrus  By- 
products Law  by  the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Messina  (Mr. 
A.  J.  Ogston),  who,  in  a  special  despatch  published  in  the 
last  number  of  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal,"  describes 
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the  business-methods  governing  the  sale  of  citrate  of  lime  in 
Sicily.     It  appears  that  before  the  lemon-crop  is  gathered 
the  Sicilian  merchant  dealing  in  citrate  contracts  with  the 
manufacturer  for  the  future  delivery  of  a  stated  quantity 
at  a  fixed  price,  advancing  to  him  about  three-fourths  of 
the  value.    With  this  advance  the  manufacturer,  who 
usually  carries  on  business  on  a  very  small  scale,  is  enabled 
to  buy  from  the  fruit-grower  and  to  manufacture,  delivering 
the  products  to  the  merchant  in  due  course  and  receiving 
the  remaining  one-fourth  of  the  cost.  This  advance  system  is 
the  crux  of  the  recent  trouble  in  Sicily,  and  anything  which 
might  detrimentally  affect  the  arrangement  tends  to  throw 
all  but  a  few  of  the  larger  citrate-makers  out  of  the  business. 
The  Vice-Consul  gives  an  interesting  account  of  the  causes 
which  have  led  to  the  formation  of  the  recent  "  Camera 
'Agrumaria,"  and  details  the  previous  attempts  which  have 
been  made  in  this  direction.    The  first  piece  of  legislation 
within  recent  years  was  in  July  1903,  when  a  law  was 
passed  authorising  certain  banks  to  make  advances  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  value  on  lemon-derivatives  against  deposit  of 
the  goods.    Acting  on  the  strength  of  this  law,  three  asso- 
ciations were  formed,  whose  scope  and  object,  according  to 
their  charters,  was  to  avoid  speculation  and  to  keep  prices 
steady  and  establish  a  minimum  price  of  400f.  per  pipe,  or 
131. 15f.  per  quintal,  so  that  all  branches  of  the  trade  should 
be  able  to  conduct  a  steady  and  prosperous  business.  How- 
ever, in  1906  and  1907  the  high  prices  prevailing  for  citrate 
of  lime  tempted  these  associations  to  indulge  in  wild  specu- 
lation, which  forced  up  the  price  of  citrate  to  170f.  per 
quintal  in  1906  and  to  220f.  in  the  beginning  of  1907. 
Naturally    these    high    prices    stimulated  production, 
especially  in  the  latter  year.     Then  followed,  quite  un- 
expectedly, the  financial  crisis  in  the  United  States  and  the 
exceptionally  inclement  summer  of  1907.     These  factors 
made  their  influence  felt  early  this  year,  as,  with  a  feeble 
'demand,  the  artificial  prices  came  down  with  a  run,  and 
speculators  found  themselves  burdened  with  unsaleable 
stock,  bought  at  insane  prices,  while  the  banks  which  had 
advanced  money  under  the  law  of  July  1903  on  the  goods 
at  the  high  values  found  their  securities  locked  up  in 
heavily  depreciated  citrate  of  lime,  and  probably  to  a  large 
extent  lost.     A  serious  state  of  affairs  became  imminent, 
as  to  the  burden  of  the  unprecedented  stock  (about  2,700 
pipes)  was  added  the  prospect  of  a  record  crop,  estimated 
at  about  22,000  pipes,  while  the  exports  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  season  (December  1,  1907,  to  May  31,  1908) 
■were  only  9,206  pipes,  or  3,315  pipes  fewer  than  in  the 
preceding  season.   At  this  period  the  agitation  arose  among 
a  few  influential  speculators,  who  desired  to  save  their  necks 
at  any  cost,  for  forming  a  compulsory  association  or  "  Con- 
tsorzio  Obligatorio,"  particulars  of  which  we  have  already 
given.   According  to  the  Vice-Consul  this  project  was  only 
lightly  supported  in  Messina,  as  "the  disastrous  effects  of 
the  fall  in  prices  were  felt  less  there,  as  Messinese  merchants 
had  not  indulged  in  the  wild  speculation  carried  on  in  other 
parts  of  the  island."    This  attitude  of  qualified  approba- 
tion became  one  of  active  condemnation  and  opposition 
when    the   terms    of    the   Sicilian    Citrus  By-products 
Law  became  known,   as  it  was  seep  that  the  means 
of   livelihood   of   numerous   merchants   was  imperilled. 
The    Vice-Consul    supplies    particulars    of    the  chief 
objections  to  the  Camera,  it  being  the  general  opinion 
in  Messina  that  the  body  will  be  unable  to  carry  out  the 
■duties  assigned  to  it,  owing  to  a  paralysis  of  the  trade 
for  the  want  of  the  customary  advances.    Information  has 
come  to  hand  in  London  this  week  that  the  Camera  has 
commenced  operations,  but  the  extent  of  its  business  can 
only  be  small  for  some  time  to  come,  in  view  of  the  con- 


siderable sales  of  citrate  which  were  made  just  prior  to 
its  activity  as  a  legally  constituted  body. 

Income=tax  Assessments. 

We  have  received  from  several  income-tax  agencies  this 
week  notes  about  the  assessments  now  being  imposed  by 
the  income-tax  authorities,  and  warning  all,  especially 
shopkeepers,  to  appeal  immediately  against  the  assess- 
ments if  they  are  in  excess  of  what  they  should  be.  It  is 
difficult,  since  the  Finance  Act  of  last  year,  to  work  up 
sympathy  with  those  who  place  themselves  so  completely 
in  the  hands  of  the  officers  as  to  be  over-assessed.  As  one 
correspondent  (Mr.  Walter  Bean)  says,  good  bookkeeping 
and  a  clear  financial  statement,  certified  by  an  accountant, 
is  a  sure  means  of  preventing  over-assessment.  A  return 
sent  in  at  the  proper  time,  backed  by  such  a  certificate, 
saves  worry  and  money. 

British  Customs. 

The  report  for  the  year  which  ended  on  March  31 
was  issued  last  week.  It  shows  that  36,517  liquid 
gals,  of  perfumed  spirits  were  imported  and  retained 
last  year,  this  being  1,410  gals,  less  than  the  year  before. 
For  methylating  4,215  proof  gals,  of  spirits,  and  for 
use  in  art  or  manufacture  3,542  proof  gals,  were  re- 
tained, and  the  duty  paid  was  761.,  this  representing 
the  differential  duty  of  5d.  per  proof  gal.  The  following 
figures  represent  the  duty  paid  on  the  medicinal  and 
allied  products  named  :

Saccharin  and  saccharin  mixtures  were  imported  to  the 
extent  of  592,576  oz.,  and  paid  37,040?.  of  duty,  and  2,217 
cwt.  of  tamarinds  preserved  with  sugar  paid  111?.  Soy,  of 
which  21,863  cwt.  was  charged  with  duty  at  Is.  per  cwt., 
yielded  1,097?.  There  was  an  enormous  increase  in  the 
receipts  of  cocoa  butter,  the  quantity  retained  being 
1,378,076  lb.  during  1907-8,  as  compared  with  but 
489,240  lb.  in  the  previous  year,  the  net  duty  received 
being  respectively  5,742?.  and  2,039?.  The  above  are  the 
principal  items  of  interest.  The  total  amount  of  Customs 
revenue  collected  in  the  year  was  34,270,165?.,  and  the  net 
revenue,  after  deducting  drawbacks  and  repayments, 
amounted  to  32,581,994?.,  which  is  658,994?.,  or  2.06  per 
cent,  more  than  the  Budget  estimate  for  the  year.  The 
principal  yields  included  chicory,  47,510?. ;  raw  cocoa, 
193,932?.  ;  prepared  cocoa  or  chocolate,  86,527?.  ;  coffee, 
183,624?.  (5  per  cent,  more)  ;  driei  fruit,  456,492?.  ; 
foreign  spirits,  4,133,024?.  (83,318?.,  or  1.9  per  cent, 
less);  sugar,  6,707,809?.  (456,975?.,  or  7.3  per  cent, 
more);  tobacco,  13,739,378?.  (443,575?.,  or  3.3  per 
cent,  more);  and  wine,  1,177,494?.  (4.9  per  cent.  less). 
]  Smuggling  cases  were  fewer  by  571 ;  they  included  five 
seizures  ot  saccharin,  amounting  to  371  lb.  in  all.  The  most 
important  was  one  of  328  lb.,  imported  at  London  tnd 
entered  for  home  use  on  a  free  entry  as  "phosphate  of 
chalk."      The  Botanic  Gardens  at  Kew  and  Edinburgh 
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received  that  portion  of  the  tobacco  seized  which  was  unfit  | 
for  human  consumption,  it  being  useful  for  fumigating- 
purposes;  the  inmates  of  the  criminal  lunatic  asylums 
received  the  sound  portion.    Under  the  Merchandise-marks 
Acts  there  were  1,631  detentions,  of  which  629  were  de- 
livered as  imported,  804  delivered  on  removal  or  qualifica- 
tion of  marks,  180  returned  to  port  of  shipment,  and 
eighteen  seized,  the  latter  including  soap  from  Germany 
marked  "  Fine  English  Blue  Mottled  Soap,"  and  spirit  in 
bottle  from  Germany  marked  "  Old  Scotch  Whisky." 
Kipling  on  Doctors. 
Mr.  Rudyard  Kipling's  address  to  the  medical  students  at 
Middlesex  Hospital,  on  October  1,  was  one  of  the  cleverest 
pieces  of  wit  he  has  ever  uttered.    The  central  idea  of  the 
address  was  that  medical  men  are  a  mobilised  army  fighting 
against  death,  and 
it  is  a  little  unfortunate  that  Death,  as  the  senior  practitioner, 
is  bound  to  win  in  the  long  run,  but  we  non-combatants,  we 
patients,  console  ourselves  with  the  idea  that  it  will  be  your 
business  to  make  the  best  terms  you  can  with  Death  on  our 
behalf;  to  see  how  his  attacks  can  be  longest  delayed  or 
diverted,  and,  when  he  insists  on  driving  the  attack  home, 
to  see  that  he  does  it  according  to  the  rules  of  civilised  war- 
fare. 

Mr.  Kipling,  proceeding  to  speak  about  the  obligations 
of  medical  men,  and  in  regard  to  their  privileges,  said  : 
You  and  kings  are  about  the  only  people  whose  explana- 
tion the  police  will  accept  if  you  exceed  the  legal  limit  in 
your  car.  ...  If  you  fly  a  yellow  flag  over  a  centre  of 
population  you  can  turn  it  into  a  desert.  .  .  .  You  can  turn 
it  into  a  centre  of  population  towards  which,  as  I  have  seen, 
men  will  crawl  on  hands  and  knees.  ...  If  you  think  it  neces- 
sary to  the  success  of  any  operation  in  which  you  are 
interested  you  can  stop  a  20,000-ton  liner  with  mails  in  mid- 
ocean  till  the  operation  is  concluded.  .  .  .  You  can  order 
whole  quarters  of  a  city  to  be  pulled  down  or  burnt  up,  and 
you  can  trust  on  the  warm  co-operation  of  the  nearest  troops 
to  see  that  your  prescriptions  are  properly  carried  out.  .  .  . 
If  a  patient  chooses  to  disregard  your  warnings,  you  have 
not  to  wait  a  generation  to  convince  him.  You  know  you 
will  be  called  in  in  a  few  days  or  weeks,  and  you  will  find 
your  careless  friend  with  a  pain  in  his  inside  or  a  sore  place 
on  his  body  precisely  as  you  warned  him  would  be  the  case. 
Have  you  ever  considered  what  a  tremendous  privilege  that 
is  ? 

The  address  was  punctuated  with  laughter,  and  was  full 
of  that  bluff  commonsense  for  which  Mr.  Kipling  is  noted. 

Arrangements  with  Doctors. 

An  interesting  communication  regarding  the  relationships 
existing  between  medical  practitioners  and  pharmacists 
appears  in  the  "  Lancet,"  from  which  we  abstract  the  follow- 
ing particulars  of  an  arrangement  which  is  stated  to  be 
working  in  a  seaside  town  in  the  West  of  England  : 

The  arrangement  in  question  is  based  on  the  well-known 
fact  that  patients  who  pay  3s.  6(Z.  or  5s.  for  advice  do  not  like 
to  have  to  pay  for  their  medicine  too.  The  medical  man 
writes  his  prescription,  which  the  patient  takes  to  the 
chemist  in  question,  the  latter  makes  it  up,  gives  him  the 
medicine,  and  charges  the  medical  man  from  5d.  to  bd.  a 
bottle  for  it.  This  simply  means  that  his  fee  for  consulta- 
tion, including  medicine,  is  6<7.  more  than  for  advice  without 
medicine.  The  great  point  is  that  the  patient  only  pays  one 
charge  instead  of  two ;  incidentally,  he  probably  gets  more 
elegant  pharmacy  than  in  the  days  when  the  medical  man 
dispensed  his  own  medicines,  the  evening  labours  of  the 
practitioner  are  greatly  lightened,  whilst  the  chemist  earns 
far  more  in  sixpences  than  he  used  to  earn  in  eighteen- 
pences.  _  The  whole  thing  is  perfectly  fair  and  aboveboard. 
There  is  no  question  of  "  secret  commissions,"  for  the 
system  is  fully  explained  to  the  patients. 

Another  case  is  given  where  the  medical  men  and  pharma- 
cists are  at  loggerheads.  What  is  wanted  in  the  latter  town 
is  that  a  conference  should  be  called,  at  which  the  two 
parties  should  discuss  the  matter,  and,  if  possible,  come  to 
some  agreement  similar  to  that  outlined  above.

British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 


A  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square  on  September  30,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Tocher  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  Greenish,  Idris,  Naylor,  Symes,  and  Wright  (Vice- 
Presidents),  J.  C.  Umney  (Treasurer),  Peck  and  White 
(Hon.  Secretaries),  F.  H.  Alcock,  H.  Finnemore,  E.  F. 
Harrison,  W.  F.  Hay,  W.  Hills,  and  D.  Lloyd  Howard. 

The  Date  of  the  Newcastle  Meeting  was  considered. 
It  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
Hon.  General  Secretaries  to  arrange  with  the  Local  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Thanks  to  Aberdeen. — It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Wright,  seconded  by  Dr.  Symes,  to  send  a  letter  to 
the  Local  Committee  at  Aberdeen,  expressing  the  keen 
appreciation  of  the  Executive  of  the  arrangements  made  by 
them  for  the  annual  meeting,  and  suggesting  that  Mr.  Hay, 
the  late  Hon.  Local  Secretary,  be  asked  to  co-operate  with 
Mr.  Giles  in  inducing  a  large  proportion  of  the  Local  Com- 
mittee to  continue  their  membership  of  the  Conference,  and 
to  retain  their  interest  in  its  well-being. 

Keeping  up  the  Membership. — It  was  decided,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Naylor,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wright,  to  appoint 
a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Hay,  Howard, 
Naylor,  J.  C.  Umney,  Wright,  and  the  Hon.  Secretaries,  to 
consider  what  steps  can  be  taken  to  improve  the  numerical 
and  financial  position  of  the  Conference. 

The  Research  Committee  was  re-appointed,  the  members 
being  the  President,  Messrs.  Finnemore,  Greenish,  E.  F. 
Harrison,  E.  S.  Peck,  F.  Ransom,  J.  C.  Umney,  and  R. 
Wright. 

Mr.  Peck  reported  that  he  had  written,  in  the  name  of 
the  committee,  to  the  municipal  authorities  of  Aberdeen, 
the  Governing  Body  of  Marischal  College,  and  the  con- 
ductor of  the  orchestral  band,  thanking  them  for  the 
assistance  they  had  given  the  Local  Committee  in  enter- 
taining the  Conference,  and  that  an  acknowledgment  of  each 
letter  had  been  received.

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ANNUAL 

THE  thirty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  was  held  in  the  board-room  of  the  Society's 
house,  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  Monday, 
October  5,  at  7.30  p.m.  Mr.  John  Smith  (President)  was 
in  the  chair,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  W.  F. 
Wells,  Dr.  Walsh,  Thomas  Batt,  C.  P.  Fairweather,  George 
D.  Beggs,  James  Michie,  George  Brown,  J.  H.  Bowden 
(members  of  Council),  William  Allen,  Joseph  J.  Dowling, 
and  R.  J.  Barnes. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  Arthur  T.  Ferrall)  read  the  minutes 
of  the  last  annual  meeting,  which  were  confirmed. 

Councillors  Re-elected. 
The  President  said  that  as  only  the  seven  outgoing 
candidates  had  offered  themselves  for  re-election,  no  voting- 
papers  had  been  issued ;  and  he  had  therefore  to  declare 
the  following  gentlemen  re-elected — namely,  Sir  William  J. 
Baxter,  Messrs.  Jamison,  Beggs,  Fairweather,  Connor, 
Wells,  and  White. 

The  President's  Address. 
Mr.  Smith  then  said  :  Gentlemen, — As  this  is  the  first 
annual  meeting  at  which  I  have  had  the  honour  of  presiding, 
I  beg  to  ask  your  forbearance  for  any  shortcomings  on  my 
part,  remembering  as  I  do  the  number  of  able  and  distin- 
guished men  who  have  occupied  the  chair  in  the  past.  Bear- 
ing that  fact  in  mind,  I  can  assure  you  it  was  with  no  light 
heart  that  I  undertook  the  duties  of  President  when  last 
October  the  members  of  your  Council  unanimously  elected 
me  to  that  position.  I  should  have  been  very  slow  to 
undertake  the  responsibilities  had  I  not  felt  that  I  could 
rely  on  the  assurances  of  three  of  my  predecessors  in  the 
chair,  who  are  still  members  of  the  Council,  that  they  would 
give  me  every  assistance  in  any  difficulties  that  might  arise. 
These  assurances  have  been  amply  fulfilled,  and  to  them  and 
to  the  other  members  of  the  Council  for  their  whole-hearted 
support  I  tender  my  warmest  thanks.  Except  in  Parlia- 
mentary matters,  the  twelve  months  which  have  passed 
have  been  months  of  comparative  calm,  and  in  giving  you 
an  account  of  our  stewardship  I  think  I  may  safely  say  you 
will  find  every  department  of  the  Society's  work  in  a  sound 
and  healthy  condition.  The  registers,  finances,  and  pro- 
perty of  the  Society  have  been  well  maintained,  although 
I  find  there  is  a  decrease  of  eight  in  the  number  of  persons 
on  our  register.  This  decrease  can  be  explained,  and  should 
really  be  spread  over  two  years,  as  it  is  due  to  the  erasure 
of  names  of  persons  who  failed  to  notify  changes  in  their 
addresses  or  from  other  causes  failed  to  reply  to  the 
statutory  registered  letters  which  the  Registrar  is  bound  to 
send  out  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  maintain  the  accuracy 
of  the  register.  Considering  that  it  is  some  two  years 
since  a  similar  correction  was  made,  I  do  not  think  the 
number  erased  is  excessive.  The  Registrar  goes  to  a  great 
amount  of  trouble  in  order  to  avoid  striking  off  names  of 
persons  who,  through  carelessness,  may  fail  to  communicate 
with  him,  so  that  it  is  not  his  fault  if  at  a  later  period  they 
are  called  upon  to  pay  a  guinea  to  have  their  name  restored. 
Section  25  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  lays  down  the  pro- 
cedure. We  have,  however,  a  grievance  against  many  of 
the  registrars  of  deaths  throughout  Ireland,  who  ought  and 
are  required  by  our  Act  to  notify  our  Registrar  of  the  death 
of  anyone  on  our  registers  so  that  the  name  may  be 
removed.  It  is  the  exception  to  get  a  certificate  un- 
solicited, even  though  they  are  entitled  to  their  fee  for 
forwarding  it.  Perhaps  steps  ought  to  be  taken  to  draw 
the  attention  of  registrars  again  to  this  matter.  The

Subscribers  number  333,  an  increase  of  three  compared 
with  last  year,  the  number  of  new  subscribers  being  twenty- 
three — viz.,  twenty -two  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  one 
associate  druggist.  I  must  confess  that  the  number  of 
subscribers  to  the  Society  is  somewhat  disappointing. 
While  we  cannot  expect  the  latest  licentiate  always  to  join, 
we  do  think  that  every  man  in  business  should  support  the 
Society ;  and  although  the  Council  cannot  always  see  eye  to 
eye  with  licentiates  in  matters  that  are  complained  of,  it 
can,  if  loyally  backed  up,  do  a  great  deal  in  conserving  the 
rights  of  all  connected  with  it  and  in  working  for  the  pro- 
tection of  those  rights  when  threatened  with  confiscation, 
as  they  are  at  present. 

Examinations. 
The  number  of  those  who  entered  for  the  Preliminary 
examination  shows  a  considerable  increase — 107  this  year, 
compared  with  89  last  year.  The  percentage  of  passes- 
does  not,  however,  show  a  corresponding  improvement; 
only  35  per  cent,  this  year,  compared  with  51.7  per  cent, 
last  year.  Eighteen  certificates  of  other  examining  bodies 
were  accepted,  compared  with  twenty-three  last  year.  Two 
candidates  obtained  marks  entitling  them  to  a  pass  with 
honours — namely,  Robert  Wm.  Laird,  865  per  cent. ;  Frank 
Eddy  Priestman,  70|  per  cent. 

There  has  also  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  Licence 
examination — 104  this  year,  compared  with  86  last  year — 
but  the  number  of  those  who  passed  remained  the  same — 


namely,  36.

The  percentage  is  34  per  cent.,  compared  with  42  per  cent, 
last  year.  At  the  suggestion  of  Sir  John  Wm.  Moore  a  pass 
with  honours  in  the  Licence  examination  has  been  initiated, 
but  only  one  candidate  during  the  year  came  up  to  the  pre- 
scribed standard,  and  he,  having  obtained  the  requisite 
number  of  marks,  also  gained  the  gold  medal.  Mr.  David 
Souter  Allan  was  the  candidate  who  gained  these  distinc- 
tions with  250  marks  out  of  a  possible  300. 

The  Registered  Druggists'  examination  shows  a  decrease, 
30  candidates  having  been  examined,  compared  with  43  the 
previous  year ;  and  11  passed,  compared  with  16  in  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Assistants'  examination  shows  a 
falling-off ;  11  were  examined,  compared  with  15  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  6  passed,  as  against  9  in  the  former  year. 
This  is  a  condition  of  affairs  which  many  of  us  would  wish 
to  see  remedied,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  qualification 
is  of  great  value  to  both  employer  and  employed,  and  enables 
the  holder  to  command  a  higher  salary  while  reading  for 
the  Final  examination.  Suggestions  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time  as  to  the  best  means  of  making  this  examina- 
tion more  popular,  but  from  conversations  with  assistants 
themselves  I  cannot  find  that  any  of  the  suggestions  is  yet 
the  right  one. 

The  conducting  of  the  examinations  calls  for  no  special 
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comment.  The  examiners  have  carried  out  their  work 
with  great  ability  and  discrimination,  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  your  Council.  The  examinations  and  the  conduct- 
ing of  same  were  very  favourably  reported  upon  by  the 
Government  visitor,  Sir  John  Wm.  Moore.  With  regard 
to  the  Preliminary  examination  an  important  alteration  has 
been  made  relative  to  the  acceptance  of  other  Preliminary 
examinations.  Hitherto  we  were  bound  by  our  regulations 
to  accept,  besides  our  own  examination,  the  Preliminary 
or  Matriculation  examination  of  the  College  of  Surgeons, 
"or  such  other  examination  as  is  accepted  by  the  General 
Medical  Council  as  equivalent  to  it."  We  found  that 
from  time  to  time  we  were  asked  to  accept  certificates 
which,  although  quite  up  to  our  standard,  were  not,  for 
some  reason,  accepted  by  the  General  Medical  Council ; 
and  we  were  consequently  compelled  to  refuse  them. 
Your  Council  therefore  considered  it  advisable  to  draw  up 
new  regulations,  and,  among  other  changes,  reverted  to 
the  practice  of  a  few  years  ago,  and  agreed  to  recognise 
the  Junior  Grade  certificate  of  the  International  Education 
Board,  as  well  as  such  other  examinations  as  might  be 
deemed  equivalent  to  our  standard.  The  Privy  Council 
having  sanctioned  these  regulations,  your  Council  are  of 
opinion  that  they  will  be  of  distinct  advantage  to  those  of 
our  licentiates  who  take  apprentices,  simplifying  as  they 
do  entrance  to  our  profession,  as  by  again  recognising  the 
Junior  Grade  certificate  we  are  recognising  that  which 
most  boys  can  obtain  before  leaving  school.  In  saying 
that  I  do  not  mean  that  we  are  lowering  the  standard  of 
the  examination,  but  that  the  subjects  required  to  be  taken 
are  those  usually  taught,  and  do  not  include  some  special 
subject,  as  in  our  own  Preliminary.  The  subjects  to  which 
I  refer  are  l  English,  Latin,  arithmetic,  algebra,  geo- 
metry, and  v-"ae  of  the  following  subjects — Greek  or  a 
modern  language.  These  must  all  be  passed  at  one  time. 
With  reference  to  the  question  of  apprenticeship,  I  find 
that  there  is  still  a  considerable  amount  of  misconception 
as  to  the  rule  requiring  the  Preliminary  examination  to  be 
passed  before  serving 

THE  STATUTORY  TERM  OF  FOUR  YEARS. 

Although  the  subject  has  frequently  been  explained,  I 
have  had  more  than  one  letter  in  the  course  of  the  year 
complaining  of  the  hardship  of  being  unable  to  take  an 
apprentice  because  he  had  not  passed  his  Preliminary 
examination.  The  regulations  state  that  candidates  pre- 
senting themselves  for  the  Licence  examination  must  have 
passed  the  Preliminary  examination  prior  to  the  four 
years'  service  required  by  Regulation  III.  This  regula- 
tion sets  out  the  form  of  declaration,  which  requires  that 
the  candidate  should  produce  evidence  of  having  served 
a  bona  fide  engagement  for  a  term  of  four  years,  or  for 
two  years  or  more  lesser  terms,  amounting  in  all  to  four 
years,  as  apprentice  or  assistant  with  and  in  the  sole  em- 
ployment of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  etc.  The  regula- 
tions, therefore,  simply  mean  that  a  term  of  four  years 
must  elapse  between  the  Preliminary  and  Licence  examina- 
tions, and  that  if  a  youth  should  be  at  the  business,  say, 
two  or  three  years  before  passing  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, he  would  have  to  serve  a  further  term  of  four  years 
as  assistant  or  otherwise  before  entering  for  the  final 
examination.  I  do  not  know  if  I  have  thrown  much  light 
on  the  subject  by  this  brief  explanation,  but  anyone 
thinking  the  matter  out  will  fail  to  discover  any  hardship, 
as  a  youth  entering  on  his  apprenticeship  at,  say,  sixteen, 
has  five  years  in  which  to  pass  both  examinations,  as  he  is 
not  eligible  for  the  Licence  examination  until  twenty-one 
years  of  age. 

THE  SCHOOLS 

of  chemistry  and  materia  medica  and  botany  have  been 
maintained  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  and,  thanks  to  the 
painstaking  care  of  the  teachers,  have  continued  to  attract 
an  increasing  number  of  students.  There  was  a  total  in- 
crease of  thirteen  for  the  year,  the  figures  being  :  chemistry 
in  1907,  21;  in  1908,  26,  an  increase  of  5;  materia  medica 
and  botany,  33  in  1907,  41  in  1908,  an  increase  of  8.  Another 
matter  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  School  of  Chemistry 
was  the  opening  of  a  day  class.  The  first  was  held  from 
April  to  June  last  and  was  most  successful,  evidently  meet- 
ing a  long-felt  want,  especially  as  regards  students  from  the 
country,  who  frequently  come  up  specially  to  town  for  the 


purpose  of  study.  During  the  year  prizes  were  awarded 
as  follows  :

The  Law  Committee  ihave  been  and  still  are  devoting 
much  time  to 

THE  POISONS  AND  PHARMACY  BILL, 

a  measure  which  seems  quite  unnecessary  for  this  country. 
Two  years  ago  the  President,  in  hij  address  referring  to 
this  matter,  said  he  hesitated  to  refer  to  it,  as  youhadalready 
had  it  ad  nauseam.  However  applicable  that  statement 
was  two  years  ago,  it  is  much  more  so  to-day,  as  the  subject 
has  bulked  so  largely  in  the  journals  of  late  and  has  been 
so  fully  discussed  wherever  chemists  do  gather.  First  the 
Committee  of  Inquiry  which  sat,  and  then  the  introduction 
and  passing  of  the  Bill  by  the  House  of  Lords,  entailed  a 
great  amount  of  risk  on  the  Law  Committee,  and  a  large 
amount  of  correspondence  has  been  carried  on.  When  two' 
years  ago  the  Bill  was  dropped,  we  got  the  assurance  from 
the  noble  Lord  in  charge  of  it  that  Ireland  would  not  again 
be  included  without  a  proper  inquiry.  I  have  no  doubt 
you  are  all  conversant  with  the  nature  of  that  inquiry — 
how  the  Joint  Committee  met  to  hear  evidence,  and  how  the 
Chairman,  in  the  first  instance,  refused  to  hear  representa- 
tives of  our  Society,  and  how  it  was  only  after  repeated- 
protests  that  we  were  allowed  to  tender  witnesses,  and  how 
those  witnesses  were  not  allowed  to  make  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  our  position.  In  fact,  it  took  us  some  time  to  get 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  understand  that 
Ireland  was  not  included  in  the  inquiry  in  1901,  and  that 
we  were  not  allowed  to  state  our  case  from  our  point  of 
view,  having  regard  to  the  rights  of  our  licentiates  and  the 
safety  of  the  public.  The  consequence  was  that  we  were 
allowed  no  opportunity  of  referring  to  several  matters  in 
the  Bill — a  fact  which  prompted  Lord  Crewe  to  state  later 
in  the  House  of  Lords  that  "  Clause  3,  relating  to  companies, 
was  not  so  strongly  pressed  from  the  Irish  side." 

I  have  no  intention  of  detaining  you  by  going  in  detail 
into  the  matter  again.  The  proceedings  were  so  fully 
reported  at  the  time.  Mr.  Watson,  Mr.  Wells,  and  myself 
attended  that  inquiry,  and  later  Mr.  Wells  and  I  paid 
several  visits  to  London  in  order  to  have  Ireland  excluded 
from  the  scope  of  the  Bill,  or  at  least  to  have  it  altered 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it  less  injurious  to  our  interests. 
The  Lords,  carrying  out  the  finding  of  the  Committee, 
added  a  clause  extending  to  this  country  the  provisions  as 
to  the  sale  by  unqualified  persons  of  certain  poisonous 
substances,  including  arsenic,  for  use  as  sheep-dips,  weed- 
killers, etc.,  but  as  regards  the  clause  bringing  corporate 
bodies  more  fully  under  the  control  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
and  the  title,  they  did  not  propose  to  apply  that  to  Ireland 
for  the  reason,  to  again  quote  Lord  Crewe,  that  "  when 
the  matter  came  to  be  looked  into  it  was  found  that  the 
Pharmacy  Laws  of  Ireland  are  so  different  in  many  essen- 
tial respects  from  those  in  England  that  as  a  matter  of 
drafting  it  became  absolutely  impossible  to  incorporate 
them  in  this  Bill."  That  has  been  our  contention  all 
along  as  regards  applying  any  part  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland, 
and  if  we  are  to  have  objectionable  clauses  forced  upon  us 
we  are  bound  to  resist  unless  we  get  certain  safeguards  and' 
concessions  as  regards  other  clauses.  Whatever  benefits 
might  be  derived  from  the  application  of  any  part  oi  the 
Bill  would  be  largely  discounted  by  admitting  the  principle 
of  free  sale  in  arsenic  and  such  dangerous  preparations. 
This,  to  my  mind,  strikes  at  the  very  foundations  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts,  the  necessity  for  restrictions 
on  the  sale  of  such  articles  being,  I  apprehend,  the  prin- 
cipal reason  for  ever  constituting  a  grade  of  men  by  Act 
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■of  Parliament  for  handling  such  articles  ;  and  to  contend 
that  dangerous  substances,  if  in  sealed  packages,  may  be 
handled  with  equal  safety  by  anyone  is  the  most  childish 
nonsense  and  a  contention  which  some  of  our  present-day 
legislators  may  live  to  see  the  folly  of. 

The  more  the  whole  subject  is  ventilated  and  the  more 
■our  members  of  Parliament  are  instructed  in  the  matter, 
<the  greater  will  be  our  chance  of  successfully  resisting  the 
passing  of  the  Bill,  or  at  least  of  getting  such  restrictions 
:and  conditions  introduced  as  will  make  it  worth  the  trouble 
■of  getting  a  licence  and  undertaking  the  responsibility  of 
it ;  and  while  not  agreeing  with  the  view  that  there  is  any 
'necessity  for  legislation  on  the  lines  proposed  by  the  Govern- 
ment, it  is  our  duty  to  try  and  so  shape  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion as  would  ultimately  result  in  benefit  to  our  calling. 
•Some  time  ago  we  sent  letters  to  our  licentiates  throughout 
the  various  constituencies  in  Ireland  requesting  them  to  use 
their  influence  with  their  members  of  Parliament,  and,  I 
am  glad  to  say,  got  a  number  of  responses  indicating  that 
our  members  were  taking  a  practical  interest  in  the  matter  ; 
'but  much  remains  to  be  done,  and  more  help  is  needed,  and 
any  member  who  can  assist  us  by  influencing  his  Parlia- 
mentary representative,  and  may  not  have  all  the  particulars 
at  hand,  will  be  gladly  supplied  with  all  such  particulars  by 
applying  to  our  Registrar.  We  are  not  without  friends  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  and  I  cannot  pass  from  this  matter 
without  mentioning  the  name  of  one  member  who,  by  his 
'unvarying  courtesy  to  your  representatives  and  the  cham- 
pioning of  our  cause  at  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  and  else- 
where, deserves  our  warmest  thanks.  I  refer  to  Mr.  Tobin. 
This  is  not  the  first  occasion  on  which  we  have  been  indebted 
to  Mr.  Tobin  for  very  able  assistance  and  much  time  un- 
grudgingly given  to  forward  the  interests  of  our  Society. 
Mr.  Glyn- Jones,  although  not  yet  in  Parliament,  gave  us 
very  great  assistance  and  advice,  and  we  are  greatly 
indebted  to  him.  The 

OTHER  BRANCHES  OF  THE  LAW   COMMITTEE'S  WORK 

have  not,  at  the  same  time,  been  altogether  neglected. 
Much  has  been  done,  largely  through  the  aid  of  the  police, 
In  having  the  law  carried  out  without  recourse  to  sterner 
measures,  and  through  the  serving  of  cautionary  notices, 
■etc.,  most  of  the  illegal  practices  were  discontinued.  In 
some  cases  it  was  found  that  branch  shops  were  being 
•carried  on  without  a  qualified  person  in  charge,  but  as  a 
■rule  "moral  suasion"  was  sufficient  to  stop  the  practice, 
■except  in  one  case  where  a  prosecution  could  not  be  avoided, 
with  the  result  that  the  defendant  was  fined. 

You  will  notice  that  we  have  introduced  the  electric  light 
throughout  the  premises  here.  It  is  a  great  improvement 
on  gas,  especially  in  the  laboratories,  which  formerly  used 
to  become  oppressively  hot  and  close  at  night.  Mr.  Jardin's 
term  of  five  years  as  examiner  in  pharmaceutical  and 
general  chemistry  having  expired  with  the  July  examina- 
tion, Dr.  A.  M.  Bronte,  a  member  of  our  Society,  has  been 
appointed  in  his  stead. 

I  have  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  our  Eegistrar  for 
the  efficient  and  painstaking  way  in  which  he  looks  after 
■every  office  detail  and  for  many  services _  ungrudgingly 
rendered  during  my  year  of  office.  I  had  intended  to  go 
more  fully  into  our  Parliamentary  work  than  I  have  done  ; 
but  as  the  subject  is  still  under  consideration,  and  as  nego- 
tiations are  going  on,  I  thought  it  better  to  confine  myself 
to  an  outline  of  the  matter.  I  thank  you  for  the  attention 
with  which  you  have  listened  to  my  statement.  (Applause.) 

Financial  Statement. 
Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs,  Honorary  Treasurer,  submitted  the 
statement  of  accounts,  and  in  doing  so  said  they  were  start- 
ing with  a  balance  to  credit,  51.  less  than  last  year ;  but  if 
the  cost  of  the  electrical  installation  were  treated  as  an 
asset,  it  would  show  the  Society  to  be  in  a  good  financial 
position.  He  regretted  the  decrease  in  the  membership 
■of  the  Society.  A  lot  of  new  men  had  passed,  and  it  was 
not  to  their  credit  that  they  did  not  support  the  Society. 
Letters  came  from  young  men  who  had  newly  opened  on 
their  own  account,  saying  that  the  law  was  being  broken 
and  that  the  druggist  next  door  was  compounding  and  all 
that  kind  of  thing,  but  the  Society  never  got  their  support. 
They  expected  it  to  do  everything  for  them  without  getting 
anything  in  return.  The  item  of  60Z.  in  the  account  for 
law  expenses  showed  that  the  Council  was  looking  after 


the  interests  of  their  members ;  but  only  61.  had  been  re- 
ceived in  fines.  That  was  not  very  encouraging.  Parlia- 
mentary expenses  were  unavoidable,  especially  where  the 
Council  had  to  look  after  the  Bill  which  was  pending.  He 
wished  very  much  that  the  young  members  of  the  profession 
would  stand  by  the  Society  better  than  they  did.  They 
should  remember  that  the  members  of  the  Council  were 
giving  their  time  and  trouble  for  the  service  of  their  in- 
terests, without  recompense.  It  was  discouraging  to  think 
that  out  of  1,597  licentiates  only  255  were  members  of  the 
Society.  He  had  to  acknowledge  the  careful  and  pains- 
taking way  in  which  the  accounts  had  been  placed  before 
him  by  the  Registrar,  and  he  was  sure  that  Mr.  Butt,  one  of 
the  auditors,  would  concur  in  that  testimony.  He  would 
repeat  now  a  thing  that  he  said  last  year — namely,  that  it 
was  a  pity  that  the  accounts  were  not  printed  and  sent  out 
to  the  members  about  a  week  bef  ore  the  annual  meeting.  It 
would  enable  them  to  examine  the  figures  and  compare  them 
with  those  of  the  previous  year.  In  presenting  reports  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  schools,  Mr.  Beggs  said  that  the  School 
of  Chemistry  is  in  a  very  healthy  condition.  After  the 
payment  of  salaries  and  expenses  its  account  closed  with  a 
credit  balance  of  511.  19s.,  as  against  251.  last  year.  The 
Materia  Medica  and  Botany  School  had  also  closed  with  an 
increased  balance. 

Mr.  Fairweather  moved  the  adoption  of  the  several 
accounts. 

Mr.  William  Allen  seconded  the  motion. 

The  President  said  they  were  bound  by  their  Acts  of 
Parliament  to  make  their  annual  accounts  up  to  the  end  of 
September,  and  that  had  always  been  a  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  issuing  the  accounts  earlier  than  the  day  of  the 
annual  meeting.  The  smallness  of  the  number  of  sub- 
scribers to  the  Society  was  a  source  of  great  anxiety  to  the 
Council,  and  he  appealed  to  the  members  of  the  Society  to 
use  their  influence  with  their  friends,  in  order  to  add  new 
names  to  the  roll.  Not  only  the  money  of  the  licentiates, 
but  their  active  support  was  wanted.  The  School  accounts 
were  satisfactory,  and  the  School  Committee  would  con- 
sider what  could  be  done  to  improve  the  schools. 

The  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  accounts  was  then  put 
and  cairried  unanimously. 

The  President  stated  that  a  letter  had  been  received 
from  Mr.  David  S.  Allan,  to  whom  the  gold  medal  had  been 
awarded  as  being  the  best  candidate  during  the  year, 
stating  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  attend  that  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  receiving  it.  It  was  ordered  that 
the  medal  should  be  f  orwarded  to  Mr.  Allan's  'residence  in 
Cork,  with  the  best  wishes  of  the  Council. 

This  concluded  the  business  of  the  meeting. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 
William  Robert  Elmes  passed  with  honours.  The  follow- 
ing also  passed  :  Edwin  Thomas  Henly,  Richard  Patrick 
McCoy,  Timothy  McSweeny,  Andrew  Hamilton  Cooke, 
Richard  George  Chism,  James  Crothers  Young.  Three 
other  candidates  have  been  passed  subject  to  ratifica- 
tion of  the  Council,  and  eighteen  candidates  have  been 
rejected. 

A  Perplexed  Foreigner. — A  Spaniard  entered  a  chemist's 
shop  the  other  day,  and  startled  the  assistant  by  remarking, 
"  I  vant  something  for  a  cow."  "  I  beg  your  pardon,"  ex- 
claimed the  astonished  shopman.  "  I  half  a  cow — a  bad 
cow,"  replied  the  foreigner.  "  I  think  you  want  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  don't  you  ?  "  asked  the  chemist.  "  Ah,  you  not  under- 
stand. I  haf  a  cow  in  my  chest — you  hear."  "  Oh,  I  under- 
stand— a  cough."  replied  the  chemist.  "  Of  course  I  can  give 
you  something  for  that."  The  puzzled  foreigner  is  still  won- 
dering why  b-o-u-g-h  is  pronounced  "bow"  and  c-o-u-g-h 
doesn't  spell  "  cow." 

The  appearance  of  an  eighth  edition  of  Mr.  Peter 
MacEwan's  "Art  of  Dispensing"  is  an  indication  that  the* 
book  has  met  with  the  success  which  its  practical  nature  and 
usefulness  merit.  The  inclusion  of  new  matter  in  each  suc- 
ceeding edition  has  brought  the  work  to  nearly  three  times  its 
original  size,  and  the  present  volume  is  larger  than  its  prede- 
cessor by  some  thirty-six  pages,  which  represent  additions  to 
the  matter  in  nearly  all  the  sections.  The  principles  and  the 
practice  of  dispensing  all  forms  of  medicines  are  dealt  with, 
and  numerous  examples  are  given  of  the  difficulties  to  be 
encountered,  with  instructions  for  overcoming  them.  The 
book  will  be  of  great  value  in  every  surgery  where  the  medi- 
cines are  dispensed. — British  Medical  J ournal.

Scarborough  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  4  Castle  Road,  Scarborough,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  September  30,  Mr.  R.  M.  Hill  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Cross,  S.  M.  Chapman,  G. 

Meadley,  Hunt,  and  Senior 
were  also  present.  Mr.  Whitfield  was  recommended  for 
reappointment  as  Divisional  Secretary.  The  attitude  of 
the  local  member  of  Parliament  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  was 
discussed,  and  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  and  its 
objects  were  explained  to  the  meeting,  these  and  the  rest 
of  the  proceedings  occupying  the  members  privately  until 
a  late  hour. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland.

Bradford  Chemists'  Association.

The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  lantern-slides,  and  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Richardson,  on  the  motion 
of  Alderman  Dunn,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson.  Mr. 
H.  W.  Shepherd,  of  Lumb  Lane,  Bradford,  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Association.

London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  was  held 
at  71  Old  Kent  Road,  S.E.,  on  October  7,  Mr.  F.  W.  Truman 
in  the  chair.    Messrs.  J.  C.  Pentney,  H.  Slator,  and  J. 


Wellesley  Douglas  (Hon.  Secretary)  were  also  present. 
The  proceedings  were  mainly  private.  A  letter  was  read 
from  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  thanking  the  Association  for 
their  congratulations  on  his  appointment  as  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  In  a  communica- 
tion sent  from  Mr.  A.  Pellew  it  was  complained  that  if  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  abandon 
all  efforts  to  retain  the  title  of  "chemist"  for  those 
members  who  have  worked  for  and  obtained  that  title,  Mr. 
Pellew  considered  it  advisable  for  the  London  Chemists' 
Association  to  call  a  meeting  to  protest,  seeing  that  th« 
proposed  title  of  "pharmacist"  is  neither  understood  nor 
appreciated  by  the  public.  The  matter  was  left  in  Mr. 
Pentney 's  hands.  Arrangements  for  the  next  social  meet- 
ing were  deputed  to  Mr.  Douglas.  Mr.  H.  A.  Wigginton, 
Kennington  Cross,  was  elected  a  member.  Votes  of  thanks 
were  accorded  to  Mr.  Douglas  for  his  services  in  connection 
with  the  last  social  evening,  and  to  Mr.  Truman  for  grant- 
ing the  use  of  his  house  for  the  meeting. 

North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Association  on  October  7  it  was 
decided  to  convene  a  special  meeting  next  week  to  con- 
sider the  attitude  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  towards 
the  proposed  pharmacy  legislation,  and  specify  the  course 
of  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Association.  Chemists  are  to 
be  invited  from  the  entire  district.  Mr.  R.  L.  Gifford 
complained  that  the  Associations  are  not  being  treated 
fairly  by  the  Council,  of  which  he  is  a  member.  He 
regards  himself  as  the  representative  of  the  ordinary  phar- 
macists. If  he  departs  from  that  policy  he  would  have 
to  consider  whether  it  was  not  his  duty  to  resign.  He 
had  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Philip  Snowden,  M.P.,  that 
afternoon,  to  whom  he  explained  that  his  views  were  not 
dictated  by  a  brief  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  but 
were  based  on  communications  received  from  chemists' 
Associations,  which  he  regarded  as  the  opinion  of  the 
country  generally.  Mr.  Gifford  said  public  opinion  is 
being  manipulated  to  encourage  support  against  the  views 
of  chemists.  Mr.  Snowden  had  been  charged  with  recom- 
mending the  course  the  Council  had  advised  it — that  is 
untrue.  Mr.  Snowden  holds  that  to  allow  companies  to 
commandeer  titles  involves  worse  consequences  than  the 
present  position.  The  truth  is  the  country  is  being  en- 
couraged to  defer  objecting  until  it  is  too  late.  Mr. 
Highton  said  that  resolutions  to  the  Council  were  appar- 
ently ignored.  Associations  seem  to  be  powerless.  Mr. 
Standen  (Darwen)  complained  that  medical  men  recom- 
mended their  patients  to  go  to  company  stores  for  medi- 
cines. The  system  is  abominable.  It  was  suggested! 
that  chemists  should  form  a  deputation  to  wait  on  doctors 
to  discuss  the  matter. 

Tunbridge  Wells  Assistants'  Association. 

The  opening  of  the  second  session  took  the  form  of  a  supper 
and  smoking-concert  at  the  rooms  of  the  Tunbridge  Wells 
Chess  Club  on  Wednesday  evening^  September  30.  The 
chair  was  taken  at  8.45  by  Mr.  B.  Chatterton  (President  of 
the  Senior  Association),  who  was  supported  by  Messrs. 
Webb  and  Gower  (Joint  Secretaries),  Mr.  Button  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Junior  Section),  Mr.  Harris  (Secretary  and 
Treasurer),  and  Mr.  Weight  (Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons). 
Among  others  present  were  Messrs.  Dick,  Reid,  Jenner, 
Tattersall,  Hill,  Bankes,  Stevenson,  Calvert,  and  Thomas. 
After  supper  the  Chairman  proposed  the  loyal  toast, 
and  Mr.  C.  Button  proposed  "The  Senior  Associa- 
tion," to  which  Mr.  Chatterton  responded.

The  evening  was  enlivened 
by  both  musical  and  vocal  contributions  by  Messrs.  Weight, 
Burgess,  Tattersall,  and  Chapman,  and  the  Secretary  ex- 
pressed the  thanks  of  the  committee  to  them. 
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Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  October  6,  Mr. 
John  Day  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  pre- 
sent Messrs.  R.  Gledhill,  G.  N.  Gutteridge  (Dewsbury), 
J.  Rhodes  (Mirfield),  A.  B.  Barker  (Heckmondwike),  S.  N. 
Pickard  (Ossett),  R.  Broadhead  (Batley),  W.  Blakeley 
,(Birstall),  and  G.  Walker,  Secretary  (Dewsbury). 

The  President  intimated  that  Mr.  Gledhill  had  been 
appointed  President  of  the  Dewsbury  Tradesmen's  Asso- 
ciation, and  congratulated  him  upon  the  honour,  which 
Mr.  Gledhill  acknowledged. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — The  following  were  nominated 
for  re-election  :  Mr.  R.  Gledhill  for  Dewsbury;  Mr.  A.  B. 
Barker,  Spen  Valley ;  and  Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard  for  the 
Morley  Division. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — A  discussion  took  place 
•on  this  matter.  Mr.  Gledhill  advocated  that  they  should 
not,  by  any  action  they  might  take,  wreck  the  Government 
Bill  entirely.  They  had  been  trying  for  twenty  years  to 
get  some  legislation  passed,  and  this  was  really  the  first 
chance  they  had  had  of  obtaining  such  legislation.  If  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  could  formulate  such  necessary 
amendments  and  get  them  accepted  by  the  Government, 
the  Bill  would  become  a  non-contentious  measure,  and  in 
.all  likelihood  it  would  become  law  in  1909.  No  Bill  could 
please  everybody.  He  mentioned  that  Mr.  Runciman, 
M.P.,  had  sent  him  a  copy  of  the  Select  Committee's  report, 
and  he  briefly  explained  the  chief  provisions  of  the  Bill, 
pointing  out  that  the  alternative  to  this  Bill  was  that 
thousands  of  one-man  companies  would  be  created  in  this 
country.  Mr.  Broadhead  spoke  strongly  against  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Bill,  and  moved  that  as  soon  as  they  knew 
what  line  of  action  the  Society  was  going  to  take  the  matter 
be  brought  up  and  thoroughly  discussed.  Mr.  Barker 
seconded  the  proposition,  and  it  was  carried. 

Keighley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  third  session  was  opened  on  Thursday,  October  1, 
when  Mr.  A.  S.  Dean  (President)  delivered  a  topical  address 
before  a  fairly  good  attendance  of  members.  Referring  to  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  he  said  that  when  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  seek  aid  at  the  last  hour,  it  came  forcibly 
to  every  thinking  person  that  the  case  was  a  very  grave  one. 
Pharmacists,  he  said,  seemed  nowadays  to  be  held  up  on 
the  one  hand  by  doctors,  and  on  the  other  by  store  chemists. 
Cutting  prices  seemed  to  electrify  the  general  public,  and 
anything  which  was  advertised  to  be  sold  at  a  reduced  price 
or  with  a  dividend  was  taken  up  with  alarming  rapidity. 
The  medical  man  certainly  had  his  grievance,  and  he  looked 
on  the  pharmacist  with  a  jealous  eye.  The  doctor  who 
looked  into  the  future  seemed  to  be  afraid  that  he  would 
lose  his  patients  if  he  allowed  the  prescriptions  to  get  out 
of  his  hands.  If  the  general  feeling  between  doctors  and 
pharmacists  was  of  a  more  friendly  and  cordial  nature,  he 
had  no  doubt  that  many  of  the  difficulties  at  present  exist- 
ing would  disappear.  Mr.  Dean  contrasted  the  pharmaceu- 
tical world  of  several  years  ago,  with  what  it  is  to-day,  and 
said  the  future  of  pharmacy  is  with  pharmacists  themselves 
if  they  work  on  right  lines.  Perhaps  they  are  getting  into 
the  habit  of  putting  too  much  faith  in  wholesale  houses. 
There  never  was  a  time  when  the  pharmacist  needed  his 
books  and  apparatus  more  than  at  present.  It  really  looked 
as  though  they  would  ultimately  reach  a  stage  where  every- 
thing would  be  in  tabloid  or  capsule  form,  and  there  would 
be  nothing  for  a  chemist  to  do  but  to  hand  them  over  the 
counter.  _  The  trouble  would  never  be  cured  until  they  got 
a  recognised  curriculum  equal  to  any  other  profession  re- 
quiring a  university  training.  Then  they  might  secure  as 
their  sole  right  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  which  would 
<bring_  them  a  stage  nearer  and  more  completely  fulfil  a 
practical  portion  of  their  training. 

At  the  close  of  the  address  a  short  discussion  took  place. 
Messrs.  Newton,  Kershaw,  Harrison,  and  Butterfield  taking 
part  in  it,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Newton,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Gill,  the  President  v>as  thanked. 

Grimsby  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association. 

A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Walton's  Hotel  on  Mon- 
day, October  5,  at  9  p.m.,  Mr.  Cornelius  Willson  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  C.  H. 
Ashton,  D.  Broeklesby,  H.  Boor,  H.  W.  Colley,  C.  Dewing, 


T.  W.  Ellis,  W.  E.  Humphrey,  E.  Oliver,  W.  G.  Robinson, 

E.  Sigley,  T.  D.  Sneath,  and  the  Hon.  Secretaries— C.  N. 
Chapman  and  F.  W.  Heeley. 

The  Lincoln  Excursion. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dewing, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Sneath,  the  Secretaries  were  instructed 
to  thank  the  members  of  the  Lincoln  Chemists'  Association 
for  their  kindness  and  entertainment  on  the  occasion  of  the 
visit  to  Lincoln. 

Chemists  in  the  Territorial  Army. — Messrs.  Ashton 
and  Robinson  reported  that  the  resolution  passed 
at  the  last  meeting  was  duly  presented  to  the 
Surgeon-Major,  who  replied  that  he  had  not  the  power  to 
grant  _  non-commissioned  rank  to  qualified  chemists  and 
druggists  in  any  other  manner  than  by  the  usual  steps.  A 
letter  was  then  read  from  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  who  stated  that  he  would  send  further  informa- 
tion shortly  on  the  above  subject.*  After  some  discussion 
the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

That  the  Grimsby  and  District  Chemists'  Association, 
haying  been  approached  as  a  body  of  professional  men  to 
assist  in  the  Territorial  Field  Ambulance  Corps,  they  are 
of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  uphold  the 
dignity  of  their  profession  as  pharmacists  unless  they  were 
givan  a  position  of  standing  and  equity  corresponding  to 
their  social  status. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — It  was  decided  to  recommend 
the  reappointment  of  the  following  :  Grimsby — Mr.  H.  W. 
Colley,  Grimsby ;  Louth — Mr.  F.  W.  Dennis,  Louth  ;  Horn- 
castle— Mr.  J.  J.  Rainey,  Spilsby;  and  Brigg— Mr.  R.  J. 
Watson,  Caistor. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — In  opening  the  discussion 
on  this  subject  Mr.  Chapman  stated  that,  in  conjunction 
with  the  President,  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  any- 
thing they  might  do  with  regard  to  opposing  the  Bill  now 
before  Parliament  would  be  best  done,  not  by  individual 
action,  but  through  their  central  organisation — the  Federa- 
tion of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations.  Mr.  Sneath 
then  read  the  Lancaster  Chemists'  resolution,  and  Mr.  Colley 
read  a  communication  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
relating  to  the  proposed  visit  of  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary to  _  North  Lancashire,  and  asking  the  Association 
to  refrain  from  passing  any  resolution  until  the  Bill  had 
been  explained  and  the  views  of  the  Council  made  known. 
It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Dewing  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  be  asked  to  arrange  to  send  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary to  Grimsby  as  a  most  convenient  centre  for  a  meeting 
in  North  Lincolnshire. 

Women  Pharmacists'  Association. 

The  fourth  annual  public  meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  lecture-theatre, 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  Thursday  evening,  Octo- 
ber 1.  These  meetings  are  generally  characterised  by  an 
address  from  some  notable  person,  and  for  the  first  time 
a  gentleman  was  this  year  selected — viz.,  Dr.  James  Cantlie, 

F.  R.C.S.  The  attendance  at  the  meeting  was  exceptionally 
good,  and  included  a  few  men,  among  whom  we  noticed 
Mr.  Walter  Hills,  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck,  Mr.  W.  E.  Miller, 
Mr.  Noad  Clarke,  and  Mr.  H.  Finnemore.  A  minute  or 
two  after  eight  o'clock  Miss  Margaret  Buchanan  (Presi- 
dent) took  the  chair,  and  before  introducing  the  lecturer 
she  mentioned  that  the  membership  of  the  Association  had 
increased  during  the  year,  as  was  to  be  expected,  seeing 
that  some  sixteen  women  qualify  every  year,  and  the 
Association  increases  in  the  same  ratio.  Their  motto  during 
the  last  twelve  months  had  been  the  same  as  before — loyalty 
to  the  old  ideals  of  pharmacy.  They  sought  to  raise  the 
standard  of  pharmaceutical  education  and  efficiency  among 
women  by  all  that  they  could  bring  to  bear  to  that  end. 
Thus  they  hoped  to  improve  the  work  of  women  in  phar- 
macy. Miss  Buchanan  proceeded  to  say  that  two  matters 
of  exceptional  importance  deserved  mention  :  first,  that  the 
Pereira  medal  had  at  last  been  parried  off  by  a  woman — Miss 
Gertrude  Holland  Wren,  whom  she  warmly  congratulated. 
The  eecond  matter  was  the  establishment  during  the  year 

*  We  have  placed  before  the  authorities  the  facts  submitted

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pf  a  pension  scheme,  an  arrangement  having  been  made  with 
a  well-known  insurance  company  whereby,  for  the  payment 
of  a  small  annual  sum,  members  could  make  provision  for 
the  days  when  they  are  past  work.  She  pointed  out  the 
advantages  of  this,  and  proceeded  to  speak  about  the  re- 
marks made  by  Sir  George  Watt  on  the  previous  day  regard- 
ing chemists'  assistants  in  India,  neatly  turning  this  subject 
to  that  of  the  evening — 

Some  Tropical  Diseases. 

Dr.  Cantlie  was  received  heartily,  and  immediately  com- 
menced a  delightful  chat  of  an  hour  or  so  on  his  subject, 
illustrating  what  he  said  with  lantern-slides.     In  be- 
ginning  he   said  that  he  was 
pleased  to  have  an  opportunity 
of  addressing  the  Association  of 
Women    Pharmacists,    and  re- 
marked that  medical  men  have 
long  availed  themselves  of  the 
qualifications  of  women  for  dis- 
pensing medicines.    He  thought 
women  are  superior  to  men  in 
three  respects — first,  in  tidiness  ; 
second,  in  accuracy;  and  third, 
in  assiduous  attention  to  details, 
which  are  all  necessary  to  phar- 
maceutical operations;    and  in 
these  respects  the  prejudice  is  in 
favour  of  women,  seeing  that 
they  start  from  a  basis  which 
men  have  not.      In  regard  to 
tropical  medicines,  Dr.  Cantlie 
said  that  there  is  not  a  village  or  town  in  this  country 
where  dispensers  of  medicine  are  not  interested  in  the  sub- 
ject, for  people  come  from  abroad  to  their  native  places 
either  suffering  or  just  recovering  from  one  or  other  of  the 
tropical  diseases,  and  in  the  treatment  of  these  there  are 
certain  peculiarities,  both  in  the  drugs  and  in  the  doses  of 
them  given.    He  mentioned  that  he  is  often  asked  if  he 
really  means  to  give  15-grain  doses  of  quinine,  30  grains 
of  ipecacuanha  at  a  time,  or  45-minim  doses  of  chloroform, 
which  are  required  in  various  disorders.    He  then  spoke 
of  malaria,  incidentally  mentioning  the  demand  that  there 
used  to  be  in  this  country,  and  still  is  in  some  parts,  for 
fever-powders  composed  of  calomel,  opium,  and  quinine — a 
good  example  of  polypharmacy.    He  considered,  and  his 
experience  proved,  that  a  combination  of  drugs  in  the 
treatment  of  malaria  and  many  other  tropical  diseases  is 
better  than  the  administration  of  one  drug  at  a  time. 
He  explained  how  calomel,  opium,  and  quinine  have  each  a 
specific  action,  but  given  separately  they  have  not  the  total 
efficacy  of  the  three  together.    The  experience  with  con- 
fectio  damocratis,  originated  in  the  time  of  Mithridates,  is 
to  the  same  effect.    To  this  Warburg  added  quinine,  and 
obtained  a  remedy  for  malaria  which  is  unequalled  by  any- 
thing.   Young  doctors  have  a  great  deal  to  learn  about 
prescribing  from  old  doctors,  as  well  as  from  old  wives. 
Dr.  Cantlie  also  spoke  about  and  illustrated  the  filaria  of 
elephantiasis,  Guinea-worm,  and  the  tsetse-fly  as  a  carrier 
of  the  trypanosome  of  sleeping-sickness.    Perhaps  the  most 
absorbing  parts  of  the  lecture  were  those  in  which  Dr. 
Cantlie  adduced  evidence  to  prove  that  many  of  the  para- 
sitic organisms  seem  to  be  endowed  with  sense,  so  that  they 
only  go  into  the  blood  when  they  are  likely  Fo  be  sucked 
out  by  an  insect-host.    Again,  in  the  case  of  the  trypano- 
some he  explained  that  arsenic  does  not  kill  it,  yet  when 
atoxyl  is  given  the  parasite  disappears  from  the  blood — it 
actually  creeps  through  the  walls  of  the  blood-vessels  to 
escape  from  the  arsenic,  and  returns  again  when  the  medicine 
is  stopped.    But  mercury  kills  it.  and  that  is  why  he  ad- 
vocates giving  arsenic  and  mercuric  chloride  together. 

With  such  interesting  statements  as  these,  and  free 
dashes  of  quiet  humour.  Dr.  Cantlie  gave  his  audience 
an  hour's  instruction,  and  at  the  end  Mr.  Walter  Hills 
expressed  the  pleasure  of  being  present  for  the 
fourth  time  at  the  inauguration  of  the  Associa- 
tion's session.  He  considered  the  subject  of  the 
lecture  one  of  transcendent  interest,  and  in  regard  to 
tropical  disorders  commended  to  the  meeting  Sir  Frederick 
Treves'  book  on  "The  Cradle  of  the  Deep,"  in  which  the 
work  of  the  Americans  at  Panama  is  described,  and  how 


indigenous  diseases  have  been  combated  there.  Mr.  Hills 
was  followed  by  Miss  C.  B.  Kibble,  Ph.C,  who  proposed 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  which  Miss  Adah  Falconer 
seconded.  These  young  ladies  proved  to  be  remarkably 
good  public  speakers,  Miss  Falconer  especially  using  crisp 
sentences  and  clear  utterance  in  expressing  good  ideas. 
Miss  Buchanan  put  the  vote  to  the  meeting,  and  it  was. 
cordially  agreed  to.  Dr.  Cantlie,  acknowledging,  again 
referred  to  polypharmacy,  and  recalled  the  fact  that  the 
old-fashioned  way  of  treatment. — beginning  with  a  vomit, 
adding  a  purge,  and  then  giving  the  remedy — seems  to  be 
based  upon  sound  physiological  and  pharmacological  prin- 
ciples. On  the  motion  of  Mrs.  Cecil  B.  Freke,  Miss- 
Buchanan  was  thanked  for  presiding. 

North  Kent  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Special  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Public  Hall,  Gravesend,. 
on  Wednesday,  October  7,  Mr.  A.  Goldthorpe  (Plumstead), 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  A.  J.  Wing 
(Woolwich)  and  A.  Fred  Corfe  (Maidstone),  Vice-Presi- 
dents; Mr.  A.  Stooke  (New  Brompton),  Hon.  Treasurer;. 
Messrs.  R.  T.  Clarke,  E.  Millhouse,  F.  A.  Moore,  Lincoln, 
T.  J.  Johns,  and  J.  J.  John  (Gravesend)  ;  A.  W.  Hanson 
(Sidcup),  J.  E.  French .( Sittingbourne) ,  W.  G.  Wells  (Maid- 
stone), W.  Steadman  (West  Mailing),  E.  Ockwell  (Cray- 
ford),  Parsons  (Beckenham),  and  the  Hon.  Secretary,  R. 
Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend).  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Vice- 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  and  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  (Parliamentary  Secretary)  were  also  present. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  read  letters  of  regret  for  non-attend- 
ance from  Mr.  H.  R.  Gibbs  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Isle  of 
Thanet  Chemists'  Association),  Mr.  J.  J.  Webb  (Hon.  Sec- 
retary Tunbridge  Wells  Chemists'  Association),  and  Mr. 
J.  F.  Brown  (Dover). 

Divisional  Secretaries. — Mr.  R.  T.  Clarke  (Gravesend) 
proposed,  Mr.  Parsons  seconded,  and  it  was  agreed,  that 
Messrs.  A.  W.  Hanson,  W.  Steadman,  A.  J.  Wing,  A.  Fred 
Corfe,  A.  Stooke,  W.  E.  Clark,  and  R.  Feaver  Clarke  be 
recommended  for  reappointment  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  as  Divisional  Secretaries  for  the  district. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones 
gave  an  interesting  and  instructive  explanation  of  the 
present  position  of  the  Parliamentary  situation.  Numerous, 
questions  were  asked  and  remarks  made,  to  which  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  replied,  and  upon  the  motion  of  the  President, 
seconded  by  Mr.  A.  Stooke,  it  was  unanimously  agreed — 
That  this  meeting  expresses  its  confidence  in  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  pledges  itself  to  support 
that  body  in  its  efforts  to  secure  legislation  which  will 
remove  difficulties  and  anomalies  arising  out  of  the  legal 
decisions  given  in  cases  under  the  present  Pharmacy  laws. 
Mr.  Harrington,  in  expressing  the  great  pleasure  it 
afforded  him  to  attend  this  meeting,  said  he  desired  to  use 
the  opportunity  to  bring  officially  before  local  Associations, 
the  imperative  necessity  of  having  a  representative  of  their 
own  interests  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Council  to  actively  promote  this  object, 
and  to  use  their  influence  to  secure  the  election  of  Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  Funds,  however,  were  needed  for 
election  expenses,  and  he  strongly  urged  all  interested  to. 
subscribe  to  a  fund,  which  would  be  called  the  "  President's 
Parliamentary  Fund,"  opened  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society  in  May. — Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  very 
emphatically  that  this  fund  was  not  to  be  understood  as  an 
increase  to  his  present  income  from  the  Society,  but  to  be 
utilised  entirely  for  the  purpose  of  securing  representation 
of  pharmacy  interests  in  the  House  of  Commons.  It  was 
decided  to  consider  this  proposal  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association,  but  one  member  present  was  so  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  the  suggestion  that  he  promised  51.  to  the 
fund.  After  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  had  been  passed  to. 
Messrs.  Harrington  and  Glyn-Jones  the  members  enjoyed  a 
social  conversation  while  partaking  of  light  refreshment. 

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society 
The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Literary  and 
Philosophical  Society's  Rooms  on  Wednesday  evening, 
October  7,  at  8.15,  Mr.  H.  Antcliffe  (President)  in  the 
chair.  There  were-present  Messrs.  G.  Squire,  J.  Austen, 
H.  G.  Williams,  R.  D.  Douglas,  J.  Evans,  F.I.C.,  P. 
Carr,  G.  J.  R.  Parkes,  A.  R.  Fox,  F.L.S.,  J.  B.  Pater 
(Hon.   Secretary),  A.  H.  Culverhouse,  B.  Ellis,  C.  H, 
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Hewitt,  F.  Medley,  J.  C.  Gibson,  J.  H.  Williams,  and 
J.  E.  Alcock. 

Annual  Report. — The  Hon.  Secretary  read  his  report, 
which  showed  that  the  number  of  members  is  fifty-three 
and  the  Associates  twelve,  being  a  slight  falling-off.  The 
financial  statement  (which  for  the  first  time  was  sent  out 
in  printed  form  with  the  voting  papers)  showed  a  balance 
in  hand  of  111.  7s.  lid.  Although  this  balance  is  about  51. 
less  than  last  year,  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  is  due  to 
the  Ball  just  paying  its  way.  Five  Council  meetings  and 
four  general  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  session. 
The  report  detailed  the  work  of  last  session.  Some  of  the 
monthly  meetings  had  to  be  abandoned,  but  the  attend- 
ance at  others  had  been  good  ;  and  this  was  referred  to  as  an 
encouraging  feature.  A  slight  alteration  in  the  mode  of 
voting  had  been  instituted,  which  strictly  preserved  the 
ballot  principle  of  voting  but  did  away  with  the  possibility 
of  any  discrepancy  in  voting.  The  financial  statement 
showed  an  increased  amount  of  subscriptions  paid,  and 
this  was  explained  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  as  being  due 
to  the  fact  that  in  previous  years  some  members  had  not 
paid  their  subscriptions,  whereas  this  year  all  members 
•who  had  not  paid  before  a  specified  date  had,  after  warn-- 
ing,  been  deleted  from  the  register  of  membership.  The 
President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  referred 
in  sympathetic  terms  to  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  T.  Dobb,  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Society.  He  also  regretted  the  loss 
of  Mr.  F.  W.  Whit  worth,  who  had  left  Sheffield,  he  having 
■done  valuable  work  for  the  Society  in  past  years.  Coun- 
cillor A.  R.  Fox  seconded  the  motion.  Some  questions 
were  asked  on  the  report  and  balance-sheet,  which  were 
approved. 

New  Members. — Messrs.  J.  W.  Matthews,  of  777  Atter- 
cliffe  Common  ;  B.  L.  Burrell,  Ph.C,  Rustlings  Road  ;  and 
E.  Parkin,  779  Attercliffe  Common,  were  elected  members 
of  the  Society. 

A  Vote  of  Sympathy  with  the  family  of  the  late  Mr. 
Dale,  of  Darnall,  was  passed  (on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Carr, 
seconded  by  the  President),  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  was 
requested  to  write  them  accordingly. 

Election  of  Council. — The  scrutineers  presented  their 
report  on  the  voting  papers  as  follows  :  P.  Carr,  29 ;  J.  G. 
Jackson,  28;  J.  T.  Appleton,  24;  A.  R.  Fox,  23;  J.  B. 
Pater,  23  ;  and  B.  Ellis,  21.  Mr.  Ellis  takes  the  place  of 
Mr.  F.  W.  Whitworth  ;  this  is  the  only  change.  The  Presi- 
dent announced  that  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year 
would  comprise  Messrs.  H.  Antcliffe,  J.  T.  Appleton,  J. 
Austen,  P.  Carr,  R.  D.  Douglas,  A.  R.  Fox,  J.  G.  Jackson, 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  J.  P.  Pater,  G.  Squire,  H.  G. 
Williams,  and  B.  Ellis. 

A  question  was  then  raised  as  to  the  disposal  of  the 
voting  papers,  and  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Pater,  and  seconded 
'by  Mr.  Douglas:  "That  the  papers  be  immediately 
destroyed."  An  amendment  was  moved  by  Mr.  Hewitt, 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Ellis  :  "  That  the  papers  be  retained

London  Medical  Exhibition. 


THIS  Exhibition,  which  has  been  organised  by  the 
"British  and  Colonial  Druggist,"  is  being  held  this 
week  at  the  Hall  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society, 
Westminster.  The  exhibits  are  arranged  especially  to 
appeal  to  medical  men,  the  prevailing  products  this  year 
being  various  forms  of  the  sour-milk  bacillus,  formalde- 
hyde throat  pastilles,  and  diabetic  foods. 

Chemicals  and  Pharmaceuticals. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  exhibit  attracts  con- 
siderable attention.  At  this  stand  medical  men  are  being 
interested  in  the  new  arylarsonates  (soamin,  orsudan,  and 
kharsin),  ernutin,  hemisine,  and  nizin.  The  last  two  are 
accompanied  by  tracings  showing  the  effect  of  the  prepara- 
tions on  blood  pressure.  A  range  of  "Wellcome"  brand 
chemicals  is  exhibited,  it  being  claimed  that  many  of  these 
are  of  a  higher  standard  than  that  laid  down  in  the  B.P., 
and  that  many  products  which  are  not  standardised  in 


the  official  Pharmacopoeia  are  absolutely  definite  in  strength 
because  advantage  has  been  taken  of  recent  scientific 
research.  Vaporole  aromatic  ammonia  is  attracting  atten- 
tion, and  is  really  a  great  advance  on  the  smelling-bottle 
employed  for  reviving  fainting  persons.  The  tabloid 
first-aid  equipments  for  motors  are  saleable  lines  in  good- 
class  districts,  but  there  are  not,  as  yet,  so  many  districts 
where  the  airship  tabloid  case  is  required. 

Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  several  interesting 
specialities,  including  mentheform  pellets,  el;xir  aceto- 
salicyl,  elixir  lecithin,  enzyme  cordial,  and  water-softening 
tablets.  Wratten  &  Wainwright,  Ltd.,  exhibit  at  this 
stand  a:-ray  photographs  taken  on  their  x-ray  plates,  and 
coloured  screens  for  photo-micrographic  and  other  photo- 
graphic purposes. 

Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd. — This  exhibit  is  bright  with 
colour,  elaborate  designs  in  coloured  pills  being  used  as 
wall-decorations.  Every  kind  of  pill-coating  is  shown,  and 
many  of  the  popular  forms  of  pill.  Tholaform  tablets 
is  the  new  name  for  formathol  tablets,  a  formaldehyde 
and  menthol  throat  lozenge.  Pine  pellets  will  shortly  be  a 
seasonable  line,  and  will  probably  surpass  the  record  of 
last  winter.  A  good  line  in  glycerin  and  nutrient  sup- 
positories is  being  shown,  and  a  reminder  of  the  company's 
speciality  in  cascara  tablets  is  provided  by  jars  of  cascara 
bark,  granular  extract,  and  chocolate-coated  tablets. 

Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  have  several  novelties  among 
a  large  number  of  pharmaceutical  and  chemical  products. 
A  new  flat  graduated  chloroform  bottle  is  an  improvement 
for  carrying  in  the  wallet.  This  bottle  is  fitted  with  a 
simple  nozzle,  from  which  the  chloroform  can  escape  by 
drops  or  in  a  stream.  Ferrolait  is  the  name  of  a  mixture 
containing  finely  divided  iron  pyrophosphate.  Ferrolait 
looks  like  milk,  and  is  pleasant  to  the  taste.  Aldoform 
tablets  are  throat  lozenges  medicated  with  formaldehyde, 
and  unguentum  chloro-salicylic  is  a  new  combination  of 
methyl  salicylate  and  chloroform,  the  latter  being  a 
valuable  addition,  as  it  assists  the  absorption  of  the 
wintergreen. 

Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  have  a  number 
of  interesting  novelties.  Ampoules  de  limol  Churchill  are 
a  French  product  containing  hypophosphites,  the  solution 
being  injected  subcutaneously.  Aspirin  membroids  are 
the  latest  addition  to  the  list  of  membroids,  aspirin  being 
best  administered  for  intestinal  absorption.  Formalets 
are  throat  lozenges  containing  formaldehyde  and  pepper- 
mint, and  "  Purgoids  "  is  a  recent  introduction.  The 
Liverpool  virus  for  rats  is  also  being  shown,  the  stuffed 
rats  attracting  attention  to  this  speciality.  A  note  should 
be  made  of  the  fine  specimens  of  crude  drugs  which  are 
exhibited  here. 

Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster  have  a  nice  show  of  their 
preparations  of  digestive  ferments  and  nutrient  products, 
Lecithin  in  liquid  form,  holadin  (a  pancreas  gland  extract), 
and  pepule  ox-gall  compound  should  be  noted  among  the 
recent  introductions.  The  last-named  is  employed  in  the 
treatment  of  constipation,  while  holadin  is  used  in  modern 
practice  by  diabetic  patients. 

C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  Ltd.,  show  a  large  number  of 
standard  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  surgical  instru- 
ments. The  chief  novelty  is  the  series  of  five  evaporating 
skin  lotions.  These  are  variously  medicated,  and  are  em- 
ployed in  cases  of  eczema  where  it  is  desired  to  avoid 
fatty  bases.  The  company's  mist,  pepsinas  co.  c.  bismutho 
and  liquor  santal  flav.  c.  buchu  et  cubeba,  are  old  stagers, 
but  are  as  popular  as  ever. 

Knoll  &  Co.  are  exhibiting  quite  a  number  of  new 
remedies,  including  Icdival.  of  which  particulars  were 
given  last  week  (page  544),  bromural,  anthrasol,  eugallol, 
ferropyrin,  ichthalbin,  santyl,  and  styptol. 

William  Martindale  has  one  of  the  most  varied  stands 
in  the  exhibition.  The  faces  of  medical  men  brighten 
when  they  see  the  stacks  of  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeias,"  and 
many  take  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  the  new  edition 
which  has  just  been  published.  We  indicate  a  few  of  the 
more  striking  exhibits.  At  the  top  of  the  stall  is  a  large 
vase  of  amyl  nitrite  capsules  with  the  words  "Amyl 
Nitrite"  outlined  in  covered  capsules.  Tylarsin  is 
acetylated  arsamin  (sodium  p-amino-phenyl-arsinate). 
Mar'tindale's  dental  anaesthetic  for  the  painless  extraction 
of  teeth.    There  is  a  whole  series  of  new  dental  prepara- 
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tions.    Fasxin  (beer  yeast  in  powder),  glycerinum  bismuthi 

effervescens  (digestive  preparation),  glycetracta  (glycerin 
extracts  of  drugs),  glycerin  iodic  (a  method  of  administer- 
ing iodine),  Hindu  dates  (tamarind  aperient),  borated 
hydrogen  peroxide,  mercuric  cyanide  with  borax  tablets, 
Martindale's  infants'  food,  injectio  antim-oxid  (used  in 
cancer  treatment),  migralgin  tablets,  santalol  capsules,  per- 
fected iodo-tannic  syrups,  trilactine,  tylmarin,  and  the 
vaccines  of  the  Wimpole  Institute. 

E.  Merck  has  a  very  interesting  exhibit  of  fine  chemicals, 
many  costly  alkaloids  and  glucosides  being  contained  in  the 
show-jars.  Fibrolysin,  the  new  compound  of  thiosinamine 
with  sodium  salicylate,  is  shown  in  ampoules,  and  other 
recent  introductions  include  veronal  sodium  (a  freely 
soluble  salt  of  veronal),  tropacocaine  hydrochloride  (three 
times  less  toxic  than  cocaine,  used  in  lumbar  anaesthesia), 
and  zinc  perhydrol  (a  bactericide  containing  50  per  cent,  of 
zinc  dioxide).  Beautiful  crystalline  specimens  of  iodoform 
and  scopolamine  hydrobromide  are  noticeable  among  a  dis- 
play of  exceptional  merit. 

T.  Morson  &  Son  have  a  limited  number  of  their  medi- 
cinal preparations  on  show.  The  chief  of  these  is  colalin, 
or  cholalic  acid,  supplied  in  powder  and  tablet  form  for 
administration  as  a  chologogue.  Guaiabin  and  krebisote 
are  two  new  introductions,  the  former  being  a  chemical- 
compound  of  guaiacol  and  bismuth,  and  the  latter  of 
kreosote  and  bismuth.  Lister's  cyanide  is  another  his- 
torically interesting  exhibit  shown  here. 

Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  most  of  their 
specialities  on  show,  but  the  attendants  are  proudest  of  the 
series  of  pulverettes.  The  pulverette  form  is  now  available 
for  chemists'  proprietary  pills.  Thymoform  tablets  contain 
a  combination  of  formaldehyde  and  thymol  for  throat 
medication.  Hordine  (liquid  malt),  Roboleine  (red  marrow 
with  cream  of  malt)  are  recent  introductions,  but  have 
already  been  referred  to  in  the  C .  <£•  D. 

Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  have  an  attractive  exhibit  which 
appears  to  interest  visitors.  The  newer  specialities  are 
cocillana  compound  syrup  (a  pleasant-tasting  cough-syrup), 
formanganate  disinfector  (previously  referred  to  in  the 
C.  <b  D.),  sterile  salt-tubes  (ingredients  for  physiological 
saline-solution  in  hermetically  sealed  tubes),  strophanthone 
(a  physiologically  standardised  preparation  of  strophanthus 
for  hypodermic  or  oral  administration),  and  tuberculin 
discs  (for  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  by  ocular  reaction). 
Mr.  Maben  is  delivering  lantern  lecturettes  in  a  small  room 
near  by.  These  are  illustrative  of  the  methods  of  pre- 
paring serums  and  toxins,  the  physiological  standardisation 
of  drugs,  and  opsonic  estimations.  The  demonstrations 
afford  a  restful  and  instructive  stopping-place  for  exhibi- 
tion visitors.

Rouse  &  Co.  have  a  neat  display,  of  which  the  chief 
articles  are  asthmol  (a  cocaine-free  asthma  spray)  and  an 
ingenious  pocket  nebuliser  for  using  with  asthmol.  Liq. 
thymol,  co.,  laxinoids,  lithinoids,  dulcinoids,  and  pepsinoids 
are  other  specialities.  The  company  are  the  retail  depot  for 
Bragg's  charcoal. 

The  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  are  showing  novocain, 
the  stand  being  garnished  with  jars  of  both  the  solid  novo- 
cain and  the  solution  with  suprarenin.  Novocain  dental 
solution  is  supplied  in  ampoules. 

Stern  &  Co.,  the  proprietors  of  pumiline  pine  oil,  have 
brought  out  a  new  "compound  cre*bsote,"  which  contains 
pumiline  pine  oil,  creosote,  eucalyptus  oil,  terebene,  and 
menthol.  It  is  a  useful  compound  for  inhaling  in  cases  of 
cold  in  the  head  and  asthma. 

A.  &  M.  Zimmermann  are  exhibiting  chemical-products  of 
Schering,  Kalle  &  Co.  and  Hell  &  Co.  Among  the  newer 
articles  are  medinal.  nastin,  and  herbanin.  Medinal  has 
been  recently  referred  to  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  Nastin  is  an  agent 
employed  in  the  treatment  of  leprosy,  recent  clinical  experi- 
ence being  of  a  distinctly  encouraging  nature.  Schering's 
synthetic  camphor,  manufactured  in  London,  was  attracting 
attention.  The  optical  inactivity  is  the  only  point  of  differ- 
ence between  this  synthetic  and  the  natural  camphor. 


Surgical  Goods.

THE  slightly  improved  tone  in  the  markets  continues  in

The  features  since  our  last  issue  include  the  anticipated 
advance  in  English  refined  glycerin.  The  recent  series  of 
advances  in  quicksilver  have  also  led  to  a  penny  increase 
in  mercurials.  Quinine  is  quiet  after  last  week's  activity, 
but  the  position  is  still  regarded  as  firm.  Cocaine  is 
steady  and  in  rather  more  inquiry  from,  second  hands. 
Persian  opium  has  if  anything  a  firmer  tendency,  but  the 
Turkey  drug  remains  easy  in  the  absence  of  business  at 
primary  sources.  Both  morphine  and  codeine  have  been 
reduced  by  6c?.  and  8c/.  per  oz.  respectively.  Citric  acid 
is  firm,  it  being  said  that  "Camera"  has  commenced 
operations  in  citrate  of  lime.  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  is 
firmer  for  first-class  brands,  and  there  is  rather  more 
inquiry  in  view  of  the  approaching  winter  demand. 
Camphor  is  weak,  China  crude  and  Japanese  refined 
being  lower  to  arrive.  English  and  German  refined  are 
nominal.

4,209  kilos.  Ed.  II.  were  offered,  of  which  3,292  kilos,  sold 
at  an  average  price  of  11.20A.  (=3.35c.  Amsterdam  unit) 
against  10.503.  (  =  3c.  Amst.  unit)  at  the  previous  auction. 


Nine  Months'  Foreign  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  September,  which  wero 
issued  on  Wednesday,  show  imports  valued  at  48,028,207/., 
being  an  increase  of  2,692,372/.  as  compared  with  September 
last  year  and  an  increase  of  2,968,372/.  as  compared  with  Sep- 
tember 1906.  Exports  amounted  to  31, 621, 2062. ,  a  decrease  of 
3,535,114/.  as  compared  with  September  1907,  and  an  increase 
of  1,096,053/.  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  of 
1906.  For  the  nine  months  ending  September  the  imports 
amount  to  435,795,328/.,  a  decrease  of  39,334,545/.  as  compared 
with  1907,  and  a  decrease  of  7,217,477/.  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  nine  months  of  1906.  Exports  for  the  nine 
months  reached  285,663,002/.,  or  33,618,162/.  less  than  in  1907, 
but  7,608,757/.  more  than  th©  1906  figures. 

Japanese  Camphor-troubles. 

Some  interesting  information  in  regard  to  the  inner  working 
of  the  Japanese  camphor-monopoly  is  given  in  the  "  Osaka 
Asahi  "  (per  "  Japan  Weekly  Chronicle  "),  which  substantially 
confirms  our  statement  last  week.  It  is  asserted  that  since  the 
Mitsui  Bussan  Kaisha  has  been  associated  with  the  sale  of 
camphor  the  sale  has  almost  entirely  ceased,  and  the  Formosa 
and  Kobe  camphor-monopoly  offices  have  become  congested 
with  stock,  while  the  strenuous  efforts  of  Mr.  Masuzawa  to  dis- 
pose of  the  product  among  European  celluloid  makers  have 
been  fruitless.  The  Government  officials,  says  the  "  Asahi," 
are  stupid  in  matters  of  busines,  and,  failing  to  perceive  that 
the  camphor  industry  has  now  entered  upon  a  period  of 
transition,  still  adhere  to  the  inflated  price  of  196s.  as  before. 
When  Samuel,  Samuel  &  Co.  were  relieved  of  the  agency 
it  is  said  that  a  syndicate  was  formed  to  boycott  Japanese 
camphor,  because  the  Monopoly  Bureau  had  raised  the  price 
from  136s.  to  196s.,  to  the  great  loss  of  celluloid  makers.  A 
similar  state  of  things  has  prevailed  in  the  United  States.  It 
appears  the  price  of  196s.  cannot  be  altered  without  protracted 
conferences  between  the  officials  of  the  Monopoly  Bureau. 
The  "  Asahi  "  believes  that  the  finances  of  the  Formosan 
Government  may  be  seriously  affected  this  year  by  the  un- 
favourable sales  of  camphor.

101s.  ;  fair  TN,  slightly  matted,  at  94s.  to  95s.  ;  dark  red 
free  at  90s.  to  91s.  ;  flat,  reddish  livery,  free,  at  87s.  to  88s.  ; 
ordinary  reddish,  slightly  matted,  at  83s. ;  matted  to  blocky 
ditto,  73s.  to  78s.  ;  ordinary  blocky  at  63s.  to  67s.  ;  and  low 
blocky  at  28s.  to  32s.  Of  Garnet  28  cases  offered  and  sold 
without  reserve  at  42s.  for  Ralli  seconds,  and  of  button 
25  cases  sold  at  from  91s.  to  94s.,  being  cheaper.  Privately 
the  market  has  been  quiet,  the  small  sales  including  TN

Only  a  small  supply  of  first-hand  drugs  was  offered  to-day, 
and  a  fair  quantity  was  disposed  of  at  prices  showing  little 
alteration.  Cape  aloes,  of  which  the  supply  was  small,  brought 
steady  rates,,  as  also  did  Curacao ;  Buchu  hangs  fire,  the 
principal  demand  being  supplied  for  the  moment.

Aloes  —A  fairly  good  business  m  case  Curacao  has  been 
done  during  the  interval  at  the  former  prices  of  62c.  to  7c. 
Gourds  are  in  small  demand  at  9c.    Cape  is  rather  firm  at  be. 

Camphor.— Demand  for  refined  is  poor  and  there  is  keen 
competition  for  the  passing  business.  Bulk  is  quoted  at  50c. 
as  formerly  and  cubes  at  51c.  .  . 

Canada  Balsam.— Buyers  and  sellers  are  apart  in  their 
views,  and  while  $5.75  is  the  lowest  quotation,  only  small 
parcels  go  at  that  figure. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  quiet  but  steady  on  spot.  The  eastward 
movement  of  new  bark  has  been  tardy,  local  dealers  not  desir- 
ing to  operate  to  any  large  extent  at  the  terms  quoted— viz. 
8c  f  .o.b.  coast— in  view  of  the  uncertainty  regarding  the  actual 
primary  position.  For  the  same  reason  holders  of  the  fair 
spot  supplies  are  unwilling  to  part  with  any  considerable 
portion  at  less  than  the  jobbing  prices  of  9^c.  to  10c,  and  ton 
lots  have  been  sold  at  the  lower  figure. 

Copaiba  is  in  plentiful  supply,  and  the  market  for  L,.  &  b. 
American  is  easy  ;  42^c.  to  50c.  is  the  quoted  range,  but  shading 
of  these  prices  is  common.  Para  continues  in  lower  tendency, 
and  55c.  can  be  done  in  some  quarters.  _ 

Hydrastis. — Owing  to  the  continued  absence  of  important 
demand  this  market  has  lost  something  of  its  former  strength, 
and  sales  of  fall-dug  are  reported  at  $1.95,  a  decline  of  5c.  For 
the  spring  and  summer  varieties,  which  are  not  necessarily  less 
desirable  than  some  of  the  fall  crop  as  regards  hydrastine- 
content,  $1.75  to  $1.85  can  be  done.  It  is  very  likely,  how- 
ever, that  any  show  of  interest  will  be  followed  by  consider- 
able enhancement  of  values,  since  the  drug  is  scarce.  _ 

Mandrake  is  considered  to  be  in  a  very  favourable  position, 
since  the  amount  gathered  this  year  and  last  is  far  below  the 
average.  Spot  prices  are  7c.  to  8c,  but  an  advance  is  expected 
in  the  near  future. 

Menthol  is  in  active  demand  at  $2.10  to  $2.25,  with  the 
tendency  of  prices  upwards. 

Opium.— The  trend  of  the  market  continues  downward; 
$4.60  to  $4.70  is  still  quoted  for  jobbing  lots,  but  concessions 
are  reported  available  on  orders  for  25  lb.  There  is  no 
demand  for  case  lots,  and  the  chances  are  that  $4.50  would 
be  acceptable. 

Peppermint  Oil  is  lower,  at  $1.40  to  $1.50  for  "  tin  oil 
on  spot  owing  to  the  poor  demand.  Continued  steady 
markets  are  reported  from  the  country,  distillers  having  sold 
a  good  portion  of  their  stock  at  fair  prices.  Bottled  oil  has 
been  taken  to  some  extent,  and  $2.25  to  $2.50  is  maintained. 

Peru  Balsam  is  in  good  supply,  and  the  lower  prices  of 
$1.50  to  $1.65  are  quoted. 

Senega,  Western. — Under  an  improved  demand  values 
have  advanced  slightly,  35c.  to  36c.  now  being  the  quoted 
range. 

Wintergreen  Oil. — Owing  to  the  approach  of  the  distilling 
season  this  oil  is  now  offered  at  the  lower  range  of  $1.80  to 
$2,  and  these  prices  may  be  considered  as  the  lowest  at 
which  genuine  oil  can  be  obtained  in  a  jobbing  way.  A  local 
consumer  who  was  recently  in  the  market  for  3,000  lb.  re- 
ceived quotations  from  spot  dealers  ranging  from  $1.35  to 
$1.90,  while  the  lowest  offer  from  the  country  of  guaranteed 
oil  was  $1.70.    Business  was  done  at  $1.70.

this  company,  and  their  own — shall  we  say  ? — hand-to-mouth 
existence.  We  find  that  the  share  capital  in  public  hands  on 
March  31  last  was  1,221,9932.,  that  the  net  profit  for  one  year 
was  132,737?.,  and  that  the  companies  have  a  reserve  of  over 
half  a  million  sterling.  Gigantic  as  is  the  capital  of  this 
concern,  its  directors  are  yet  able  to  declare  dividends  of 
10  per  cent.,  and  that  after  paying  their  managers  what  is 
admitted  to  be  a  fair  salary.  These  and  other  limited 
liability  companies  have  come  upon  the  scene  in  recent  years, 
and  in  a  comparatively  short  pericd  have  ama&sed  enor- 
mous wealth,  behind  which  they  are  now  entrenched 
against  the  feeble  attacks  of  individual  traders. 

Without  attempting  to  prophesy  the  result  of  the  agita- 
tion now  proceeding  with  reference  to  the  use  of  the 
title,  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  it  will  leave  chemists 
very  much  where  they  are  now,  for  it  must  be  admitted 
that,  compared  with  the  limited  companies,  chemists  are 
practically  friendless  in  Parliament.  And  even  if  the 
agitation  is  successful  it  is  an  open  question  if  chemists 
will  have  secured  more  than  the  shadow,  leaving  the  sub- 
stance still  to  be  devoured  in  the  all-absorbing  maw  of 
the  limited  companies.  We  speak  with  all  due  deference, 
but  it  seems  to  us  that  while  chemists  are  expending 
their  time  and  effort  in  asserting  the  professional  side 
of  the  business,  astute  men  have  perceived  the  potentiality 
of  the  commercial  side,  and  have  not  hesitated  to  step  in, 
with  considerable  advantage  to  themselves.  It  may  be 
taken  as  proved  that,  with  few  exceptions,  chemists  are 
seriously  lacking  in  business  acumen,  due,  probably,  to 
the  fact  that  they  have  little  opportunity  to  obtain  a 
commercial  training,  and  we  are  faced  with  the  inference 
that  the  last  state  of  the  chemist  will  be  worse  than  the 
present  if  the  ineffective  methods  now  in  use  are  allowed 
longer  to  do  battle  with  the  limited  companies. 

Unorganised,  apathetic,  and  sometimes  visually  deficient 
through  long  association  with  the  outlook  from  behind 
the  counter,  with  no  fighting  reserve  fund  to  fall  back 
upon,  what  chance  have  chemists  in  the  fight  with  limited 
companies  and  the  vested  interests  that  have  grown  up 
around  them  ?  It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  clear-headed 
thinking  man  with  any  knowledge  of  politics  who  could 
truthfully  admit  that  this  or  any  Government  is  likely  to 
stand  up  for  the  claims  of  right  and  justice  unless  the 
claims  are  backed  up  by  political  force,  as  your  correspon- 
dent, Mr.  J.  F.  Brown,  appears  to  think  they  will  be.  And 
that  the  political  force  behind  chemists  is  sufficient  to 
cotinter  the  force  commanded  by  vested  interests — i.e.,  the 
limited  companies — is  a  proposition  open  to  debate.  From 
which  it  would  appear  that  the  spoils  of  victory  will  be  to 
"usurped  privilege."  And  if  politically,  so  also  commer- 
cially. It  needs  no  homily  upon  the  trend  of  mcdern 
business  methods  to  prove  that  the  way  of  the  isolated 


trader  is  becoming  daily  more  difficult.  We  live  in  an 
age  of  "  big  battalions,"  against  which  the  unit  throws 
himself  in  vain.  The  economies  of  combination  will  over- 
come the  individual  trader,  even  though  that  trader  be 
member  of  a  profession. 

Is  it  too  late  to  begin  to  build  up  a  reserve  fund  out  of 
the  profits  that  may  be  secured  to  them  by  whose  labour 
they  are  made?  Will  chemists  continue  for  ever  to  per- 
form the  function  of  a  milch  cow,  or  will  they  awake 
to  the  advantages  of  commercial  combination  ?

I  presume  in  this  case  also  the  label  on  the  bottle 
will  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  to  satisfy  the  public  analyst.

R.  G.  D.  (61/69.) 
[Mix  the  spirit,  oil,  and  glycerin  in  a  bottle  ;  dissolve  the 
potassium  nitrate  in  the  infusion,  pour  into  the  bottle  with  the 
other  ingredients,  and  shake.  The  precipitate  is  the  oil  of 
gaultheria,  which  is  much  heavier  than  the  infusion.  Its 
specific  gravity  is  about  1.180.  Being  insoluble  in  the  mixed 
liquids  it  falls.  When  shaken  up  it  is  temporarily  emulsified 
by  the  infusion,  and  remains  in  this  state  long  enough  to 
permit  a  dose  to  be  satisfactorily  poured  out.  If  it  be  desired 
to  give  more  body  to  the  liquid  to  delay  precipitation,  lj  grain 
of  tragacanth  is  all  that  is  necessary.] 


Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  respecting  vaiiouf  Acts  which  affect 
directly  or  indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1908,  p.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
P-  435;  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  442. 

Subscriber  (68/67)  is  in  business  in  a  town  where  few,  if  any, 
doctors  do  their  own  dispensing,  but  he  finds  that  the 
prescriptions  are  either  so  written  that  they  can  only  be 
dispensed  by  a  particular  chemist  (to  whom  the  patients  are 
sent),  or  the  prescriber  insists  upon  the  patients  going  to 
certain  chemists,  of  whom  "  Subscriber  "  is  not  one.  The 
result  in  our  correspondent's  case  is  that  manj  of  his  customers 
go  to  other  chemists  with  their  prescriptions,  and  he  surmises 
"  that  there  must  be  some  interest  which  doctors  have  in 
behaving  thus,  and  in  certain  cases  33j  per  cent,  com- 
mission is  given,  while  in  others,  if  they  do  not  get  their 
commission  with  the  right  hand  they  get  it  with  the  left." 
[The  difficulty  which  our  correspondent  has  to  face  is  one 
which  hundreds  of  chemists  in  England  and  Wales  who  have 
no  dispensing  to  do  would  be  glad  to  tackle.  The  simplest 
way  out  of  such  a  mess  is  for  the  chemist  who  finds  himself 
in  the  back-wash  to  import  a  clever  young  medical  man  into 
the  town.  This  has  been  frequently  done  with  success ;  but 
the  chemist  as  well  as  the  doctor  must  be  clever,  and  there 
should  be  room  for  both.  It  is  not  illegal,  nor  is  it  in- 
famous conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  for  a  medical  man 
to  write  cipher  prescriptions,  or  to  send  his  patients  to  a 
particular  chemist.  All  this  may  be  done  for  the  highest 
professional  ends — the  well-being  of  patients — although  it  may 
also  be  done  solely  in  the  interests  of  £  s.  d.,  a  commission 
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on  the  business  done.  The  latter  is  surmised,  but  cannot  be 
proved,  whereas  the  former  is  prima  facie  the  purpose  of  a 
professional  man's  action,  and  very  strong  evidence  would  be 
necessary  before  it  could  be  disproved.  We  sympathise  fully 
with  "  Subscriber,"  and  know  that  similar  conditions  are 
alleged  in  respect  to  many  other  towns,  but  so  long  as  it  is  the 
boast  of  Britishers  that  they  may  do  as  they  like  within  the 
four  corners  of  the  law,  such  things  are  likely  to  continue. 
"  Subscriber "  does  not  tell  us  whether  or  not  he  has  en- 
deavoured to  get  his  share  of  what  is  going,  as  by  approach- 
ing the  medical  men  and  showing  them  that  he  is  capable,  so 
far  as  qualification  and  stock  are  concerned,  to  dispense 
accurately  for  those  of  their  patients  who  are  already  his 
customers.  We  think  he  should  take  his  courage  in  his  hands 
and  do  so  before  trying  the  more  drastic  course  of  importing 
his  own  doctor  or  attempting  to  "  expose  "  those  who  are  not 
friendly  to  him.] 

Colonial  (70/46). — The  sale  of  homoeopathic  preparations  of 
aconite,  arsenic,  belladonna,  and  other  scheduled  poisons  is 
subject  to  Sections  15  and  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  How 
far  the  ruling  of  the  High  Court  in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  v.  Delve  can  be  applied  to  a  preparation  which 
professedly  contains  a  scheduled  poison  has  yet  to  be  deter- 
mined, but  it  is  not  customary  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  take  proceedings  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  an  article  in 
which  the  presence  of  poison  cannot  be  proved  by  analysis.

— To  take  out  Burgundy  Stains  from  table- 
linen,  before  sending  to  the  laundry  stretch  over  a  basin  of 
warm  water  made  slightly  acid  with  hydrochloric  acid,  and 
rub  lightly  with  a  mixture  of  chlorinated  lime  1  part  and 
water  10  parts,  dipping  the  stain  into  the  warm  water  every 
few  seconds.    It  should  disappear  within  a  minute.
